SAVAGE ARMS CORPORATION 
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PASSAGE OF FLEET THROUGH CANAL. 


The passage of thirty-three vessels of the Pacific Fleet 
of the U.S. Navy through the canal, thirty of them on 
the two days, July 24 and 25, and the supply of large 
orders of coal, fuel oil, and foodstuffs to the squadron, 
constituted the largest operation which has been effected 
through the canal to date, says the Panama Canal 
Record. The destroyers were handled in groups, with a 
canal pilot in charge of three destroyers, and in the 
passage through the locks six of these 310-foot vessels 


were placed in one chamber together, in two ranks of 
three each, lashed together. The other ships were 
handled individually, with a canal pilot on each. Two 
of these, the U.S.S. Mississippi and New Mexico, are 
the largest ships which have ever passed through the 
eanal or visited this part of the world. Prior to the 
coming of the Mississippi and the New Mexico, the 
largest ship to have passed through the canal was the 
merchantman Minnesota, 622 feet in length by 73 feet 
5 inches beam, with a gross tonnage, Panama Canal 
measurement, of 22,053 tons. The Mississippi went 
through the canal from Cristobal to Balboa in 10 hours 
46 minutes, 3 hours 48 minutes of which were spent in 
the locks. The New Mexico, spending 13 hours 31 min- 
utes at anchor in Gatun Lake, completed transit in 25 
hours 25 minutes, being under way 11 hours 54 min- 
utes. 

Eliminating interruptions due to fueling, actual travel 
times of transit in thé case of the several dreadnoughts 
(Cristobal to Balboa) were as follows: New Mexico, 
11 hours 39 minutes; Wyoming, 10 hours 56 minutes; 
New York, 10 hours 11 minutes; Texas, 10 hours 28 
minutes; Mississippi, 10 hours 46 minutes; Arkansas, 
10 hours 1 minute. These actual travel times are in 
excess of the time necessary for direct transit by rea- 
son of delays involved in getting away from the coaling 
dock, discharging liberty parties, and other features. Six 
hundred men were discharged from each of the big ships 
at Pedro Miguel Lock, and during the time that they 
were disembarking the emptying of the chambers was 
suspended. The Arkansas was less affected by such 
features than the others, and her actual travel time of 
transit consequently most nearly represents the perform- 
ance of the canal in the case of these ships. In her 
ease, however, delay resulted from congestion at the 
locks, due to the slowing down of ships ahead for rea- 
sons beyond canal control, so that normal travel time of 
transit for the dreadnoughts might be represented by-a 
figure somewhat less than that of the time of transit of 
the Arkansas. Time of arrival at Balboa is taken to 
the moment the vessel passes abreast of the port eap- 
tain’s office, after which the vessel ties up in the harbor 
or passes to sea or to outside anchorage, as in the ease 
of the battleships. Thirty minutes is an approximate 
figure for the time required to pass from the point op- 
posite the port captain’s office to the Pacific end of the 
dredged channel. 

The fleet was handled smoothly and without mishap 
or unwarranted delays. No interruption of the normal 
commercial traffic through the canal was occasioned; on 
account of a strike of marine workers in United States 
ports the commercial traffic was less than usual. The 
eanal plants furnished 13,000 tons of coal and 48,233 
barrels of fuel oil to the fleet. Ten thousand, five hun- 
dred tons of coal were furnished from the Cristobal plant, 
including 1,200 tons sent in barges to Gatun Lake for 
delivery to the Arkansas and the Texas. The Balboa 
coaling plant supplied 2,500 tons, of which 500 were de- 
livered by barges, the remainder direct fromthe re- 
loaders of the plant. The fuel oil was taken from a 
stock maintained by the Navy in canal tanks. Two 
battleships and four destroyers received 20,334.50 bar- 
rels at Cristobal, and nineteen destroyers received 
27.888.97 barrels at Balboa. 

In coaling four cruisers of the U.S. Navy on July 21, 
the coaling plant at Cristobal delivered an aggregate of 
2,051 tons of coal to the four vessels in five and one-half 
hours. The quantities delivered were: To the Chicago, 
755 tons; the Denver. 555 tons; the Tacoma, 399 tons: 
and the Cleveland, 342 tons. All four were handled 
simultaneously, three of the cruisers at the reloader 
wharf of the plant and the fourth at the wharf bunker 
at the north end of the plant. During these operations 
the five-masted French steamer schooner Lieutenant 
Pegoud was also being coaled on the unloader side of 
plant from DeMayo barges, making a total of five ships 
berthed at the coaling station at one time for reeeiving 
bunkers. 
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PRE-WAR METHODS OF TRAINING. 


In an article in the April-June issue of the Field Ar- 
tillery Journal, asking “Are We Justified in Discarding 
‘Pre-War’ Methods of Training?’ Lieut. Col. John B. 
Anderson, Field Art., U.S.A., says: 

“Had either the Allies or the enemy had a sufficient 
supply of ammunition and available reserves in the fall 
of 1914, after the battle of the Marne, the war would 
undoubtedly have been ended by Jan. 1, 1915, for the 
weaker would have been forced into battle after battle 
until he was exhausted and beaten. 

“General Pershing surprised the Army and was prob- 
ably criticized by many officers of all grades for his 
policy in respect to the training of our new Army in the 
World War, when he allotted two-thirds of the time 
available to open warfare training and one-third to 
trench warfare methods. But the soundness of this pol- 
icy has been proven by the results obtained. 

“There are numberless reports and notes from Artil- 
lery officers of the American E.F., all of whom agree 
that the fundamentals known and used before the war 
are correct. The tendency during the closing weeks of 
the war was to return to these methods, and, above all, 
give our officers a working knowledge of these. princi- 
ples, so that when the trench system was crossed we 
could take full advantage of our opportunities and de- 
liver telling blows to the enemy forces. We have 
learned much in this war, and that which is of value 
must be retained, but it must not be forgotten that the 
basic principles have been proven sound and cannot be 
discarded. They ~cust be the foundation of our train- 
ing, with position warfare refinements and methods as 
an Jago but subordinate addition to ‘pre-war’ 
methods.

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GENBRAL MARCH ON SELECTION. 
_A Complete Change in Policy. 

Although we have preSented a summary of General 
March’s statement on the principle of promotion by 
selection to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
when he appeared before that body on Aug. 7 to explain 
the purposes of the Army Reorganization bill (page 
1707, issue of Aug. 9), the whole subject is of such pro- 
found interest to the Army that we give in full a steno- 
graphic report of his presentation of the War Depart- 
ment’s views of selection. The report reads: 

General March: “Another phase of the bill which pre- 
sents a complete change in War Department policy and 
the .policy which existed before the war, is the intro- 
duction of the principle of promotion by selection 
throughout the Army. At the present time, as you all 
know, promotion takes place by seniority in the differ- 


ent Army corps in the Service. I would like to dwell 


upon that point. 

“At an early stage of our troubles in France General 
Pershing found himself so handicapped by the law which 
required promotions to be made by seniority that he 
wired the department asking for authority to make pro- 
motions by selection in France, even if the policy was 
not extended to the Army in the United States. That 
authority was given him, and all promotions thereafter 
made in the American Expeditionary Forces were made 
by selection. After I returned to the United States and 
we took up the problem at this end, we extended the 
same principle to the entire Army. The law required 
that promotions in the Regular Army should be made 
by seniority, and we went ahead and promoted by senior- 
ity in the Regular Army. But the whole United States 
Army, was-a very much larger matter. The emergency 
Army swallowed up the Regular Army and the National 
Guard divisions into one big Army, in which promo- 
tions were to be made by selection. 

“Now, the matter of promotion by selection has been 
up before Congress many times, and the opposition to 
it has been in the Army itself. Senators and Members 
of the House of Representatives know perfectly well that 
they have been importuned by officers to resist any at- 
tempt to install a system of promotion by selection. 
However, we have considered all that, and recognizing 
the feeling of a large number of Regular Army officers 
against any such principle, it is recommended as our 
best judgment that that system, which has stood the 
test of war, should stand the test of peace and be in- 
corporated in our statutes. The principle itself has had 
the support of everybody responsible for the Army in 
many years. I recall back in President Roosevelt’s 
time that he was a strong advocate and adherent of that 
principle. Successive Secretaries of War have advo- 
cated it. The Navy has secured legislation which gives 
them that method in all grades beyond that of lieuten- 
ant commander, I think. Secretary Daniels has advo- 
eated the extension of that to all grades in the Navy, 
because it has been so successful in that instance.” 

Senator Sutherland: “Do you recommend that as to 
all grades?” 

General March: “No; we do not. I will get to that.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “Is not a system of that kind 
apt to ereate favoritism?” 


Board of Five Officers. 


General March: “No; I think not. I will tell you 
why, Senator. The scheme of promotion by selection 
which is here advocated starts out with the assumption 
that when a man is a second lieutenant his experience 
and responsibility is so limited that he is in his forma- 
tive stage, and that there is not enough differentiation 
between officers of that grade to allow selection to take 
place. Promotion from a second to first lieutenant is 
prescribed in the bill to go on by seniority. When he 
gets a command, when he has reached the grade of cap- 
tain, and has been in the Service possibly ten years, 
then he has found himself, his record is perfectly well 
known by all men. As a matter of fact, promotion by 
selection is now in effect in the grades of general offi- 
cers. It has always been a composite system anyway. 

“We propose in this legislation that there shall be 
appointed a board of five officers, to be appointed by the 
President, and to meet in Washington, or wherever he 
sees fit to have them meet. To this board will be sub- 
mitted the recommendations to promotion by selection 
in the Army. If a vacancy occurs and there is nobody 
in the Army service of the next lower grade who has 
been recommended for promotion by selection by his 
own people, then promotion by seniority goes into effect, 
and the seniority man gets it any way. 

“If, however, there has developed in that grade a man 
so well qualified that the commanding officer has recom- 
mended that that man be promoted by selection, then 
his name goes in. In other words, the Army, by that 
process, will get promotions with its own approval.” — 

Senator Chamberlain: “That theory is correct, but it 
has been a sort of nebulous system. I have never been 
able, since I have been connected with the system, to 
find out just how the Army had a voice in it.” 

General March: “It has been done. It has been done 
by loeal personnel boards. The commanding officer of a 
battalion of Infantry serving. in France, or a regiment 
of Infantry, or a brigade of Infantry, would have in his 
command a personnel board, of a number of officers, who 
would go. over the records of the men that they are fight- 
ing alongside of, about whom they know. everything. 
They kpow how they are performing their duty. If 
among the list they have a man who has performed gal- 
lantry in action, or done something that manifestly 
showed him superior, then they recommend that man to 
be promoted by selection,.to one of the higher grades for 
which he is eligible. That recommendation goes to the 
commanding officer of the unit of which the smaller unit 
is a part. If a division commander, 4 corps commander, 
or anyone, says that that man should not be promoted, 
and gives his reason for it, the man’s name comes off 
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the list. In other words, the Army handles itself. Any- 
one can be promoted under that scheme, if he is quali- 
fied. In other words, it would be impossible for a per- 
son to say that he was promoted because he was a 
brother of an Army officer or the son of a Senator or 
Representative, because it must go through those chan- 
nels and it must be approved by the men who know his 
ability and who see him every day.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “Or the son of a general in 
the Army?” 

General March: “Exactly. That is what I said in 
the beginning. You gentlemen are perfectly familiar 
with local polities in the Army, just as you are with 
outside polities.” 

The Chairman: “Could you say what the practice is 
in the French army and the British army in that re- 
spect ?” 

General March: “We have a study of the systems of 
promotion which exist in all the Allied armies, and some 
reference to the system in Germany. I would be very 
glad to send down here a complete statement of the 
methods of promotion of all the armies of the world. 
Many are by selection, many partially selection and par- 
tially seniority; one or two follow the system of senior- 


ity, but a great many of them have selection in some 
form. In order to get that before the committee I will 
send down the study in its complete form.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Of course, each officer, we will 
say, of the grade of colonel, for instance, feels that his 
record is all right. Suppose one of a number of them, 
who is lowest in that grade, is promoted over his fel- 
lows under the system of selection, is not the effect of 
that to destroy the morale of the commissioned person- 
nel of the rank of colonel?” 

General March: “Well, that is the system you have 
to-day. By law a man is promoted now to the grade of 
a general officer, say to the grade of colonel, by selec- 
tion of the President.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “That is under the law which 
we passed recently?” 

General March: “Oh, no; it has always been so.” 

pee Chamberlain: “That is above the grade of 
colonel?” 

General March: “That is going on all the time. Many 
colonels in the Army are not selected by the President 
for promotion to the grade of general officer. There are 
only a few of those grades and many colonels .

Effect on Morale. 


Senator Chamberlain: “I may have been unhappy in 
my selection of a grade. Take the rank of captain. By 
the process of selection you promote a captain who has 
had less service over those who have had a long term of 
service ; does not that tend to destroy the morale?’ 

General March: “It could not happen. Do you mean, 
then, it would have a demoralizing effect to take a 
junior man and promote him over the heads of men who 
have served longer?” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Yes.” 

General March: “It would have no more demoralizing 
effect than to take a colonel and promote him to the 
grade of brigadier general, exactly the same thing we 
are doing in the Army te-day. This would only be ex- 
tending it to the other grades. The result will be that 
everybody will be on his toes. It will not be a question 
of attending roll call and not getting court-martialed, 
but he has got to’ study; he has got to be able to com- 
mand men; he has got to learn the most intensive mili- 
tary training or else be left in the lurch. This bill pro- 
vides that when a man has been passed by twenty-five 
per cent. of the grade in which he has served for pro- 
motion by selection, he can then be honorably retired, if 
his service has been honest and faithful.” 

The Chairman: “He can be or must be?” 

General March: “He can be, by being certified for it. 
If the board finds that his service has not been honest 
and faithful, if he has been court-martialed, ete., then 
he can be discharged from the Army. If a man reaches 
a point where no board will recommend his promotion, 
that man ought to be gotten rid of.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “But if the findings of such a 
board, appointed by the President, are that his service 
has been honest and faithful, he shall be placed on the 
unlimited retired list?” 

General March: “Yes.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “And if the finding is that he 
has not been honorable and faithful in the Service, as a 
whole, then he will be discharged from the Service?” 

General March: “That is it exactly.” 

Senator New: “His connection with the Service is 
terminated without any pay or anything of that sort?’ 

General March: “He becomes a citizen of the United 
States, and leaves the Army entirely.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Isn't there some danger that 
members of the selection board would be guided largely 
by the propinquity of the men to be promoted? For 
instance, men who are around headquarters and are 
pretty generally under observation would be promoted, 
while other men, equally as good, or better, might not 
be so closely under observation. It is usually the men 
around headquarters that get promotions.” 

General March: “Of course it is not so now.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Well, some of those coming 
back claim that the fellows that stayed over on this 
side got promotions in preference to those who went on 
the other side. I have heard a good many statements of 
that kind. 
true or not.” 

General March: “That is not the fact. We have been 
called upon several times during the progress of the war 
to give their figures on that, and they have always shown 
the percentages to be just the other way.”

Defects of Present System. 


General March: “After the whole thing comes up to 
them. It also appears that anybody in a grade recom- 
mended by selection for promotion, or by seniority, that 
officer must be examined physically and mentally for 
promotion, just as in the old days. In other words, 
nobody can be promoted without some examination as to 
his fitness. As a matter of fact, under the present ex- 
aminations, there is no way to determine whether an 
officer is efficient or not. The examination consists of a 
physical examination which shows that he is in good 
shape physieally, and he is examined on a certain num- 
ber of subjects. He can cram up on those examina- 
tions, just as any boy does on entering an academy; he 
is given a ficld problem or two and he gets by. Under 
the proposition here, the man’s fitness is not based upon 
just one day, but it is a question of his life’s work, and 
it depends upon a whole year. The officers over him 
examine his daily work all the time. When it came to a 
question of war, the men that made good were con- 
spicuous at once; there is no disguising that, and there 
could not be any favoritism.” 

Senator Thomas: “Is that system generally prevalent 
elsewhere, General?” 

General March: “Yes.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “This board of five officers 
appointed by the President really means that the Chief 
of Staff will appoint those officers, does it not?” 

General March: “The Chief of Staff could recommend 
them to the Secretary of War, and they would be ap- 
pointed, probably.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: 
mination of certain appointments.’ 
board ?” 

General March: “No.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen (reading) : 

Hereafter the appointment of any officer of less than two 
years’ actual commissioned service may be terminated upon 
the approved finding of a board of officers, convened by the 
President, that the officer has not the aptitude or qualifications 
justifying his permanent retention in the Service. All rules 
providing that certain appointments shall be provisional for a 
period of time are hereby repealed. 

General March: “That is put in there on account of 
a very curious situation presented under the present law. 
That is the provision that when a man comes into the 
Army, he shall come in not as a full lieutenant but as a 
provisional lieutenant. A good many officers were ap- 
pointed provisional lieutenants under the present law. 
and if at the end of two years’ service they made good 
their appointments became permanent and dated back 
to the time when they became provisional officers. A 
curious situation developed with respect to the enlisted 
men. The enlisted men did not fully respect them, 
taking the view that they were only provisional offi- 
cers and not full officers. The last clause in the bill 
will just reverse the process. They are appointed full 
officers, but they have got to make good in two years 
It is simply changing the phraseology but retaining the 
same idea.”

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Senator Frelinghuysen: “Is there any provision for 
the termination of service in this promotion section?” 

General March: “No.” 

Senator Frelinguhysen: “There is none?” 

General March: “No; except the one that you re- 
ferred to, that of the men going out being passed by 
twenty-five per cent. of the men of their grade, and whose 
service is found to be not honest and faithful.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “You can order an officer be- 
fore an examining board at any time, to examine him as 
to fitness?” 

General March: “We have legislation which authorizes 
that. When you retire a man for physical disability, you 
have the report of the medical experts, something tan- 
gible to work upon, but when you go to order a man 
retired because of unfitness for service, that presents a 
different problem. Of course, there is the court-martial. 
If an officer commits an open offense, he can be got rid 
or by court-martial; but when it comes: to the question 
of temperamental unfitness for the Service, that has 
been tried at different times, and it is very difficult to 
get any action from boards.” 

Safeguards for Officers. 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “We are passing general laws 
and special laws all the time to correct injustices, and 
should not there be some provision in this act which 
would provide for appeal by an officer who feels that he 
has been unjustly treated by any of these boards?’ 

General March: “He has that now. Of course, when 
a retiring board sits on an officer and finds him tempera- 
mentally unfit to be an officer, that finding has got to be 
approved by the President himself. It goes to the Sec- 
retary of War. It is reviewed by the Judge Advocate 
General, and there are other safeguards thrown around 
men to see that they get a square deal.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “Is not that merely a matter 
of routine and perfunctory?” 

General March: “It ought not to be.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: ““Would you advise some pro- 
vision which would give a man an opportunity of ap- 
pearing before a special board of officers, convened to 
hear cases of that kind—some court of appeals between 
the prosecution and the judgment?’ 

General March: “I do not think there have been more 
than one or two cases in which any board has ever found 
an officer temperamentally unfit to be an officer.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “I know of more than that 
myself, General.” 

General March: “Certainly not in my time; not that 
I know of. I have known of cases in the Regular Army 
where a man was sent before a board, and the board has 
always found him to be fit and kept him on. I do not 
recall personally any such case at all; and I believe 
there have been very few that have been otherwise. I 
do not mean boards that sat upon commissioned officers 
during this war. There have been hundreds of those 
cases; but I am talking now about the Regular Army.” 

Senator Sutherland: “But you think there have been 
such cases, where men have been temperamentally unfit 
in the Regular Army, in time of peace?” 

General March: “I do, indeed; many of them.” 

Senator Sutherland: “And yet they are allowed to 
serve on?” 

General March: “They were.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “And there were some de- 
clared temperamentally unfit who were not unfit, were 
there not?’ 

General March: “You evidently have some case in 
mind that I do not know about.” 
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PICTORIAL HISTORY OF MEDICAL SERVICE. 


A complete pictorial history of the activities of the 
Medical Department of the Army during operations over- 
seas, comprising about 75,000 feet of motion pictures, 
and 10,000 still pictures covering all phases of the medi- 
cal service, such as treatment of the wounded at the 
front and in base hospitals, hospital construction, and 
medical supplies, has been turned over to the Surgeon 
General by Major Robert Ross, Sanitary Corps, in 
charge of this work, who has just returned from over- 
seas. As many as seventy-nine photographers were en- 
gaged at various times in this work, which was super- 
vised by a central bureau with twelve clerks in charge 
of a medical officer as supervisor who edited the title of 
every picture taken. Two prints of each picture made 
were filed and cross-filed three ways according to or- 
ganization, number and region. Fifteen pictures were 
taken of each hospital, showing personnel and aerial 
view of the buildings, views of the operating rooms and 
wards, saritary features, views of patients and views of 
men under operation (the latter designed for instruc- 
tion purposes), views of medical officers and men and 
the work of surgical operations. An interesting feature 
was a series of photographs of dental work showing 
various stages of operations performed on the faces of 
men injured in battle. A photographic collection of 
models of facial cases was taken to teach dental sur- 
gery. 

An interesting collection of pictures were those taken 
at the front showing field hospitals and evacuation hos- 
pitals receiving and removing patients, medical supply 
depots, medical officers and men working in the field, 
and equipment they carried, showing contrast between 
what the personnel are taught in training camps in this 
country and how they actually work on a battlefield. 
The pictures show regimental surgeons going to the aid 
of men stricken on the field. The photographic unit 
worked under direct orders of General Pershing and the 
chief surgeon of the A.E.F. and received favorable men- 
tion for its work. The unit, in addition to its other 
work, turned out for the General Staff 3,800 pictures of 
Medical Corps activities from the time the men were 
wounded until they were put on ship and sent back to 
America. 
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ARMY-NAVY CO-OPERATION ON ENLISTMENTS. 

Another incident tending to show the increasing co- 
operation between the War Department and the Navy 
Department is contained in instructions issued at the 
direction of Secretary Baker on Aug. 16. Mr. Baker 
announced that the War and Navy Departments have 
agreed to discharge men from the Regular Army Re- 
serve and the Naval Reserve Force in order to permit 
them to enlist in the Regular Army and the Regular 
Navy, respectively. Previously it was necessary for a 
reservist to write a letter to the Secretary of War or 
of Navy, as the case might be, requesting approval of 
discharge for the purpose of enlisting in Army or Navy 
and the reservist was compelled to await the pleasure 
of the Secretary, which in nearly every case was forth- 
coming. 
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MEXICO AND THE FLEET. 


“Reathing higher and wider than what is usually un- 
derstood by naval strategy, it is a branch of the art as 
vital for statesmen as it is for soldiers, and by history 
alone can it be mastered. We may term it the function 
of the fleet in war. Marshaled in its place in the art 
of war, it will be seen to form, together with the func- 
tions of the Army and diplomacy, a part of what is 
called the higher or major strategy, and to bear much 
the same relation to naval strategy as minor strategy 
does to tactics. For naval strategy, which is commonly 
and conveniently confined to the movements of the fleet 
in a theater of war, is really a form of minor strategy; 
and while tactics are concerned with the arena of a 
battle, and minor strategy with the arena of a campaign, 
so the study of the functions of the fleet is concerned 
with the whole arena of an international struggle.” 

Thus writes Sir Julian S. Corbett in “England in the 
Seven Years’ War,” a work the late Admiral Mahan had 
the highest regard for and from which he often quoted, 
purposely as he said, when he was lecturing at the Naval 
War College. Corbett’s principle of the function of the 
fleet is of particular importance at the present moment 
when the Navy Department is carrying through a tacti- 
cal disposition of its ships that Mahan strongly argued 
against, that is the division of our naval forces into an 
Atlantic and Pacific Fleet. The present crisis with 
Mexico brings up the point as to whether Corbett’s 
theory is in the ascendant, as would appear, or whether 
Mahan’s should be the one for us to follow. It will be 
remembered our greatest writer on this subject affirmed 
that “the inexpediency, the terrible danger, of dividing 
the Battle Fleet, even in times of peace, into fractions 
individually smaller than those of a possible enemy 
- . « exemplifies a principle of warfare of ageless 
application.” And he continues, having in mind an at- 
tack from an Occidental or Oriental Power: “To an 
instructed, thoughtful, naval mind in the United States, 
there is no contingency affecting the country, as inter- 
ested in the Navy, so menacing as the fear of popular 
clamor influencing an irresolute or militarily ignorant 
administration to divide the Battleship Force into two 
divisions, the Atlantic and Pacific.” 

To Corbett the use of a country’s fleet by its govern- 
Ment means something broader than was Mahan’s 
strategical limitation. “It is evident,” he writes, “that 
we require for the guidance of our naval policy and naval 
action something of a wider vision than the current con- 
ception of naval strategy, something that will keep be- 
fore our eyes not merely the enemy’s fleets or the great 
Toutes of commerce, or the command of the sea, but also 
the relations of naval policy and action fo the whole 
area of diplomatic and military effort. Of late years the 
World has become so deeply impressed with the efficacy 
ef sea power that we are inclined to forget how impo- 
tent it is of itself to decide a war against great Conti- 
Rental states, how tedious is the pressure of naval action 
Unless it be nicely co-ordinated with military and diplo- 
Matic pressure. . . . Instead of cramping, our out- 
look by well-turned definitions, let us inquire of his- 
tory what in past wars the functions of the fleet have 
actually been, what the actual objects for which it has 
been employed. For all that long series of wars which 
; gave Great Britain first her position in Europe, and 
then in the world, the answer is simple and constant. 
The function of the fleet, the object for which it was 
Giways employed, has been threefold: Firstly, to support 
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or obstruct diplomatic effort; secondly, to protect or de- 
stroy commerce; and thirdly, to further or hinder mili- 
tary operations ashore.” 

The Pacific Fleet sailed from Hampton Roads on July 


19 and officially arrived on its future station at San 
Diego, Calif., on Aug. 7. Is it merely a coincidence, er 


is it the application of the principle of the function of 
the fleet, as Corbett presents it as an aid to diplomacy, 
that when, for the first time in our history, we have a 
powerful and complete fleet in being in both the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans we send a note to Mexico, as 
was published on Aug. 14, announcing the possibility of 
our Government’s being “forced to adopt a radical change 
in its policy with regard to Mexico”? 
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PROMOTION SYSTEM ADVOCATED BY STAFF, 


In the staff study of promotion systems in our Army 
and in the armies of the leading powers of the world, 
described in our issue of Aug. 16, page 1734, only a 
partial summary was given of the study as it concerned 
the U.S. Army. We present below the study in detail, 
giving the present system of promotion in the Army, the 
system advocated in this study for the Army, and the 
method proposed if promotion by selection were adopted. 
As we stated in our issue of Aug. 16 the staff study did 
not recommend promotion by selection. 

Present System in Use. 

Seniority —All promotions to grade of colonel, in- 
clusive, except a few details which carry increased rank, 
as acting judge advocate and details in the Air Service 
and Ordnance Department. 

Selection.—All promotions above grade of colonel, a 
few details, as noted in above paragraph. 

Elimination from the Service.—Action of retiring 
boards and boards for discharging provisional officers. 

Compulsory retirement.—All officers at the age of 
sixty-four, on three-fourths pay at time of retirement. 

Voluntary transfer to Reserve.—After forty years’ 
service, or possibly, after thirty years. 

Pay not dependent on rank.—Details, adjutant and 
quartermaster, U.S. Military Academy. 

Who selects and presents the names to appointing or 
removing power.—The War Department. 

What evidence is considered.—No definite policy has 
been adhered to for a long period. 

Professional examination as prerequisite to promotion. 
—All promotions. 

System Advocated for U.S. Army. 

Seniority—All promotions to include the grade of 
colonel, on a single list for all the officers in the Army ; 
but pass over officers unfit for promotion. 

Selection.—All general officers. 

Elimination from the Service.—(a) Elimination of all 
officers unfit to continue in the Service, when due for 
promotion by seniority, or at such other times as the 
War Department may elect. (b) Eliminate any officer 
who has been passed over for promotion three times 
while serving in a single grade. (c) Elimination board 
may: (1) Wholly discharge or (2) transfer officers of 
not less than two years’ service to Reserve for five years 
on two and one-half per cent. of pay at time of transfer 
for each year’s active service, not exceeding thirty per 
cent. 

Elimination from consideration for promotion.—Pass 
over al) officers unfit for promotion. 

Compulsory retirement.—At age of sixty-four, or at 
any time if physically disabled, on three-fourths pay at 
retirement. 

Voluntary transfer to Reserve.—Officers of not less 
than two years’ service transfered to Reserve for five 
years on two and one-half per cent. of pay at time of 
transfer for each year’s active service, not exceeding 
thirty per cent. 

Who selects and presents the names to appointing or 
removing power.—A board of general officers. 

What evidence is considered.—All records, the opinion 
of all senior officers in a position to give a helpful opin- 
ion, and a special examination. 

Professional examination as prerequisite to promotion. 
—All promotions. 

Method Proposed for Selection if Adopted. 

Seniority—All promotions to grade of captain, in- 
clusive. 

Selection—All promotions to grade of major and 
above. 

Elimination from the Service.—(a) An elimination 
of unfit at such times as the War Department may elect. 
(b) Eliminate any officer who, while serving in a single 
grade, is passed over by a number of officers equal to 
twenty-five per cent. of the number of officers authorized 
by law for that grade in this officer’s branch. 

Compulsory retirement.—(a) At age of sixty-four, or 
at any time if physically disabled, on three-fourths of 
pay at retirement. (b) When an officer reaches a cer- 
tain age, in the grade of captain, major, lieutenant colo- 
nel, or colonel, different for each grade, he shall be re 
tired on two and one-half per cent. of pay at retire 
ment for each year’s active service, not excooding 
seventy-five per cent. 

Voluntary transfer to Reserve.—Officers of not less 
than two years’ service transferred to Reserve for five 
years on two and one-half per cent. of pay at time of 
transfer for each year’s service, not exceeding thirty per 

cent. 

Who selects and presents the names to appointing or 
removing power.—A board of general officers. , 

What evidence is considered.—All records, the opinion 





of all senior officers in a position to give a helpful opin- 
ion, and a special examination. 

Professional examination as prerequisite to promotion,

ARMY AND NAVY AIR CO-ORDINATION, 


The claim by advocates of a Department of Aero- 
nautics scheme, that the Joint Army and Navy Board 
on Aeronautics is inefficient because it is without either 
authority or power to act on questions of co-ordination 
of Army and Navy Air Services, would appear to be re- 
futed by the work of the board during the last two weeks. 
Meeting three times a week, this board has taken up 
practically every question that might be expected to 
arise concerning the functions and duties of the respec- 
tive Services. Moreover, every matter that has come 
under consideration by the board has found Army offi- 
cers and Navy officers practically in agreement as to 
the proper solution of the problem involved. The ques- 
tions discussed have involved production, training, and 
operation, covering the entire field of aeronautics. Among 
the results already attained are some which certain 
Senators and Representatives in the present Congress 
have said could not be attained without the creation of 
a separate Department of Aeronautics. 

It has been practically agreed that under certata cir- 
cumstances the Army is to undertake the training of 
Navy and Marine Corps fliers; and on the other hand, 
that the Navy is to train Army fliers when their train- 
ing with naval flying craft is necessary or desirable. This 
would go a long way toward solving the present diffi- 
culty with regard to the spotting of Coast Artillery fire 
several miles from shore. The training of Army ob- 
servers in seaplanes would eliminate the dangers always 
present if they. were to be sent out for this kind of work 
in land planes. Similarly, it would be possible under 
such an arrangement for the Army to take over the train- 
ing of Marine Corps aviators in their land work, which 
constitutes a good deal of their training. Problems of 
production have also been worked out successfully. It 
has been determined that whenever practicable the two 
Services are to keep each other informed on all matters 
of production, and whenever the same types of equip- 
ment are to be purchased, orders will be combined in a 
manner that will permit of taking advantage of the 
market. This solution is an answer to much of the criti- 
cism generally raised against continuing the separate 
Air Services in Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

Ample indication of the authority which the board 
has, and the weight of its recommendations and studies 
is given in the fact that the Secretaries of War and of 
the Navy have appointed the directors of the Army and 
Navy Air Services as members of the board and have 
given them instructions to consider every matter that 
might properly come up in the co-ordination of the two 
Services. The interest which is taken in the working 
of the board by Secretary Baker and Secretary Daniels 
is apparent in the fact that a meeting of the Joint Army 
and Navy Board on Aeronautics was held in the office 
of the Secretary of War with the Secretary of the Navy 
present. At that meeting the precept for the board Jaid 
down by both secretaries was that there should be ‘no 
duplication of effort in the two Services. The Army 
and Navy officers of the board are now working along 
those lines, and with such blanket authority results are 
forthcoming which may, they declare, vindicate the pres- 
ent system of control of the combat air forces by the two 
great military branches in the Army and the Navy. The 
Crowell report of the aeronautical situation in the Allied 
countries, recommending unification of air control, has 
not been considered by, the board, nor has any other con- 
crete suggestion for the amalgamation of the Services. 
Indications at Army Air Service headquarters, how- 
ever, are that before the matter comes up for final de- 
cision by Congress action along this line may be taken.

E. Kilbourne, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., has written 
to the New York city newspapers protesting against the 
misuse of the Army uniform by men wearing it who 
accost people im the strects of New York with requests 
to buy copies of books on subjects referring to the work 
done by our troops overseas.

“Believe it inadvisable to return dead from England be- 
fore definite decision as to entire question and particu- 
larly before final action as to dead interred im France. 
Have given the entire question ef our dead much thought 
and my. opinion is that we should leave our dead near 
where they fell. Am sure that this course would be fully 
appreciated by the Allies and that our Government will 
be given every facility in beautifying and caring. for the 
cemeteries already established on the fields won by our 
heroic dead. Believe that could these seldiers speak for 
themselves. they would wish to be left undisturbed in 

. the. place where, with their comrades, they fought the 
last fight.

Recommend 
that none of our dead be removed from Europe unless 
theiy nearest relatives so demand after a full under- 
standing of all the sentimental reasons against such re- 
moval, and further recommend that immediate steps be 
taken for permanently improving and beantifying our 

. eemeteries.”

The Ordnance Department is beginning the 
aceomulation of supplies and matériel at Fort Bliss, El 
Texas. ‘The depot at Fort Bliss will be expanded 
to be somewhat larger than the one which existed there 
prior to the war. In addition to the accumulation of 
guns and ammunition, tanks are being sent to Fort 
Bliss. These are of the heavy type used in France. 
Steel warehouses which have been removed from vari- 
ous’ depots throughout the United States have been sent 
to El Paso, where it is contemplated that they will be 
erected to take the place of the old storage facilities. No 
funds are available yet for civilian help to erect these 
buildings, but they are being assembled on the ground for 
erection in case of sudden need. Reports that a large de- 
pet was being constructed at Brownsville are discredited 
at the Ordnance Department. It was said there that sup- 
plies might be sent to Brownsville from time to time, but 
that whatever aceumulation was made there was being 
made on the authority of the commander of the. South- 
ern Department, and no cognizance was being taken of 
it by headquarters in Washington. 
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Rest Camp For DisaBLeD VETERANS. 

A rest camp for disabled American veterans of the 
World War has been opened in the Palisades Inter- 
state Park, Bear Mountain section, near the Hudson 
river, about one hour by rail from New York eity, by 
the Commissioners of the Park, working in co-operation 
with the War Camp Community Service of New York 
city. The camp is operated under the direct supervision 
of the Seward Park Rehabilitation Center and the Fed- 
eral Government. ‘The camp is loeated on one of the 
most beautiful lakes im the park. Boats have been pro- 
vided, while there are tennis courts, baseball fields and 
other facilities for the entertainment of the wounded 
men. Here the wounded or injured in the conflict with 
thé Germans may go either for the week-end or for a 
‘longer peridd te recuperate. Two contingents have al- 
ready visited the camp.

SOLITARY CONFINEMENT OF ARMY PRISONERS. 

Regulations’ for the government of the Disciplinary 
Sarracks and its branches relative to solitary. confine- 
ment were ordered changed. by the War Department on 
Aug. 13, the same day that Major Gen. James H. Mc- 
Rae was ordered to take command ef the Disciplinary 
Barracks at Fort Leavenworth. .The changes order a 
new paragraph, 27714, in. the Manual of Interior Guard 
Duty. as follows: “Solitary confinement on full or re- 
stricted diet is .subject.-te the same rules as are pre- 
scribed for solitary confinement on bread and water.” 
The order directs the amendment of Regulations for the 
Government of U.S. Disciplinary Barracks as follows: 
“Paragraph 32 (changed by C.D.B.R. No. 3), change 
last three limes to read: Solitary confinement under any 
conditions will. net exceed fourteen .consecutive days at 
any one period, and will not be repeated until an inter- 
val of fourteen days shall have elapsed.” 
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Lorp Mayor's Keys uy Orricer's Krr. ; 

Two ancient keys to the. Lord Mayor's mansions in 
London, found at Camp Devens in the baggage of an 
American Army officer, are in the possession of the 
Army Intelligence Department at Boston, Mass., ac- 
cording to an Associated Press dispatch of Aug. 15.

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Crvm1an. Fryine Licenses ABROGATED. 

Many aviation officers are of the opinion that the re- 
strictions: which were placed on civilians during the 
war emergency by requirimg licenses fer civilian fliers 
should be continued as a permanent governmental policy. 
It is expected that legislation placing the authority to 
errant these licenses in some department, preferably the 
voint Army and Navy Board on Aeronautics, will be 
sought from the present Congress. Such control, whieh 
was recently reliquished by Presidential proclamation, 
has been stated to be necessary by practically every offi- 
cer and administration official in Washington who has 
spoken of the future of aviation, and it is provided for 
in the various bills already imtroduced into Congress for 
the purpose of creating a Department of Aeronautics. 
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IMPROVING TRAILMOBILE LiBERTY KITCHENS. 

The issue of trailmobile Liberty kitchens to the Na- 
tienal Guard for use when in “the field has been au- 
thorized by the Director of Operations of the General 
Staff of the Army, in a communication addressed to the 
Chief of the Militia Bureau. The number of kitchens 
of this style, with a cooking capacity for 125 men each, 
to be issued to the National Guard is limited to a maxi- 
mum of 112. In addition, horse-drawn kitchens, up to 
the number of 600, may ‘be iss.ed to National Guard 
organizations. Certain defects have been discovered in 
the rolling kitchens. Consequently until these defects 
have been corrected and the necessary’ supply of per- 
fected kitchens’ secured, no further issue will be made 
beyond the abeve 725 to the Guard organizations.

There is a bill before Congress author- 
izing the payment of the bonus to all enlisted men on 
discharge, irrespective of whether they re-enlisted or not. 
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HosokEN ONLY DEBARKATION Port. 

On and after Aug. 20, 1919, the Port of Debarkation 
Newport News, Va., including Army supply base at Nor 
folk, Va., will be discontinued for debarkation of troops 
returning from overseas. Thereafter the Port of De 
barkation, Hoboken, N.J., will be the sole port used for 
this purpose. The commanding general, Port of Debar 
kation, Newport News, will disband organizations at 
his port as fast as they can be dispensed with. Al! or- 
ganizaticis will be contracted as rapidly as possible, 
first by discharge of emergency men and then by proper 
disposition of such Regular Army men as remain. 
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DISABILITIES AND COMPENSATION. 

Tables covering the first 15,245 cases awarded com- 
pensation by the Bureau of War Risk Insurance and 
reported to the Federal Board for Vocatienal Eduea- 
tion have been issued. They cover the cases reported to 
the board to about June 20. The number of men dis- 
charged from the Army and reported to the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance for disability to July 1 was.149,-

pensation.

HEARING ON ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL, 
Secretary Baker Gives His Views. 


Secretary of War Baker appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on Aug. 18, to discuss 
the Army Reorganization bill. Mr. Baker said: 

“I am studying the matter of Army organization, just 
as you gentlemen are. I think things are in such a 
stage that nobody can claim to have reached the final 
conclusion. So, more than ever, I want to say that any 
opinion I may express now I reserve the right to change. 
I am satisfied, however, that there must be modifica- 
tions as the result of the war which taught us that 
changes must be made in the organization of the Army 
and in its training. We must do away with the plan of 
having scattered units all over the United States and 
its territories. This is not productive of an army. What 
the French and British most despaired of was Ameri- 
ca’s ability to organize efficient staff control. I think 
that General Pershing can be said to have completely 
dissipated that fear. But we must realize that the diffi- 
cult thing to do is to build up a staff to co-ordinate the 
Services. As to the size of the Army, I feel a certain 
hesitancy in discussing this feature of the bill. The 
number of men included here provides for a balanced 
Army so if an emergency comes our problem will be to 
multiply rather than add to existing units. Whether the 
number selected is necessary for this purpose I am not 
able to say. A speculative justification, however, is that 
the disturbed condition of the world is one that no im- 
agination can express, quite beyond anything in the his- 
tory of the race. I would not feel that I was doing my 
duty by the country if I did not strongly recommend the 
maintenance of a sufficiently large force. 

“Regarding our military policy, I believe that the 
people are going to insist on having the Army a more 
useful thing to the soldiers than heretofore. Formerly 
the Army was largely composed of enlisted men who 
entered out of the love for travel or because they failed 
of adjustment to the home environment. The mental re- 
quirements for admission were not rigorous; educational 
facilities were not very practical. The result was that 
when the soldier was not drilling and doing his other 
military duty his time was largely spent_in u:»vroduc- 
tive idleness. I think the country will not stand for 
that in the future, and I think the soldier will not stand 
for it.” Secretary Baker then spoke of the War De- 
partment’s plan for making the Army one of the educa- 
tional institutions of the country. He referred to the 
work accomplished in the A.E.F.; after the signing of 
the armistice, in the educational field. This he char- 
acterized as one of the most spectacular things in the 
history of civilization. In reply to questions by Sena- 
tor Chamberlain as to the practicability of such a scheme 
and as to bow much time the soldier had to spend for 
educational purposes, Mr. Baker said that half of a 
man’s time ought to be given to military duties, leaving 
the inference that the other half might be available for 
educatjonal activities. The present plans, the Secretary 
said, provide for the elimination of the mentally unfit, 
from the Army personnel. 

Senator Wadsworth asked about the morale in France, 
whether at one time it was not so low as to be brought 
to official attention. Mr. Baker said that such had 
been the case, though not until after the signing of the 
armistice. He attributed the lowering of morale to the 
lack cof she impetus of war. Senator Wadsworth then 
asked: “fHias the statement been brought to your atten- 
tion that the Regular Army officers sometimes did not 
understand the psychology of the citizen soldier?” 

“T think there was a good deal of truth in that,” the 
Scecretary of War replied. 

“fiid you notice,” asked the chairman, “what the 
situation in this regard was with the National Guard 
fficers? I ask that question with my mind entirely free 
from any prejudice against the Regular Army officer.” 

Mr. Baker replied: “I would say off-hand that the 
National Guard officer might have been a little better 
equipped to understand the feelings of the citizen soldier 
than the Regular Army officer.” 

“Was the viewpoint of the Regular enlarged?” asked 
the Senator. 

“Unquestionably,” was the reply. 

“Can it be kept so?” 

“Unquestionably,” said the Secretary, “by making the 
Army a part of the educational system of the country.” 


Mr. Baker's Views on Selection. 


In reply to a question of Senator Sutherland as to 
what part the U.S. Military Academy contrtbuted to the 
misunderstanding between the Regular Army officer. and 
the civilian or citizen soldier, Secretary Baker said: 
“West Point is a problem. It is one to which I have 
given as much attention as to any problem I have thought 
out. I think the course at West Point is one which 
yeeds continual study. I feel that in sending General 
MacArthur to West Point there will be a great benefit 
<a the institution. He is a fighting officer and one whom 
fae cadets will hold in great respect. In working out in 
*eiy ming some proper system to inaugurate I have 
thought that it may come to a plan something like this: 
Fhe cadets might’ be sent to West Point for one year, 
and then at Government expense to colleges and techni- 
sz. schools throughout the country and then back to the 
Military Academy for their third and final year. The 
advantage would be to scatter the young officers among 
the civilian population. 
with the young men of their ages in colleges all over the 
country. Besides, they would bring back to West Point 
the fruits of the teaching of the best private schools, and 
I think it would have a wholesome effect. But I am 
eertain that it would be unwise to abandon West Point.” 

Secretary Baker took up the selection feature of the 
vil at this point, saying: “I am entirely committed in 
my own mind to the principle of promotion by selection, 
complete in each grade, including the lowest in the Army. 
I don’t believe the evils resulting from the showing of 
favoritism are as great as the evils resulting from’ pro- 
motion by seniority.” 

Senator New made the comment: “Immediately upon 
the adoption of such a system, every officer in the Army 
would go to a Senator or Congressman. You can for- 
bid it as strongly as language can make it, but it eould 
not be prevented. The result would be that pull would 
be constantly exerted. It would cause dissatisfaction 
and animosities, end I can see no end of trouble that 
would arise.” 

“It is interesting to say,” interposed Secretary Baker, 
“that during the three years that I have been Secretary 
of War, I can recollect no instance in which I have 
been requested to make an appointment just so.” 

“That is true,” replied Senator New, “but that is due

In response to specific questions by Senator Wads- 
worth Mr. Baker said that he believed in a form of uni- 
versalemilitary training, as provided in the bill and that 
he thought three months is sufficient time for training. 

s to compulsory training he said: “I would not be un- 
willing to make it voluntary if the sentiment of the 
country demonstrated against it, but I am not averse to 
making it compulsory.” 

As to the question of the abolition of the Inspector 
General’s Department, Secretary Baker said: “Gen- 
eral March is of the belief that the inspecting of train- 
ing should be done by the Training Branch of the Gen- 
eral Staff, and that the inspection of financial accounts 
should be left to the Finance Division. I am fairly sat- 
isfied that this would be sucisfactory. But I have found 
the Inspector General’s Department very valuable as a 
free source of information to report directly to the See- 
retary of War. The suggestion has been made that the 
Secretary of War has every officer in the Army avail- 
able for conducting such investigations. But he does 
not know what officers to select.” | 


Discussing the General Staff. 

Senator Wadsworth: “I have long been a firm be- 
liever in the General Staff, but there is an impression 
abroad that the General Staff is a great piece of mili- 
tary machinery, in which a good many things can be 
smothered. It is so intricate to civilians that even the 
Secretary of War, and I am speaking entirely imper- 
sonally, finds it exceedingly difficult to trace all its 
operations. Possibly the Secretary of War should have 
an independent branch to investigate matters so that the 
General Staff cannot hold anything back. The tendency 
on the part of officers isto centralize everything in the 
General Staff and to send everything through channels. 
This process may often prove to be too tedious.” 

Secretary Baker: “I believe the retention of the In- 
spector General would help the General Staff as well as 
the Secretary of War. Otherwise, if confidential in- 
vestigations were conducted by the Secretary it would 
give the idea that the Secretary had lost confidence in 
the General Staff.” 

Senator Wadsworth: “We must make it perfectly 
clear that in establishing a General Staff we are not 
instituting what is known as militarism.” 

Secretary Baker: “Staff despotism.” 

Senator Wadsworth: “There is another detail here in 
the bill in which inferentially, at least, the office of the 
Surgeon General is abolished. Is there any intention 
of the department doing anything like that?” 

Secretary Baker: “Oh, no, indeed.” 

Senator Wadsworth: “It is not mentioned in the bill, 
and instead of there being a surgeon general included in 
the Medical Department, the bill provides for a Medical 
Department which shall consist of the Medical Corps, 
the Dental Corps, the Veterinary Corps, and the Arfny 
Nurse Corps. It then provides that one major general 
shall be included in the Medical Corps, the clear effect 
of which would be to abolish the office of the Surgeon 
General. Then the last sentence of the paragraph econ- 
tains another matter I want to speak about. It provides 
that ‘the general officers herein provided for shall be 
appointed from officers of the next lower grade in the 
Medical Corps.’ That means that the Surgeon General 
can be appointed only from one of the two brigadier gen- 
erals. Was that intended?” 

Secretary Baker: “I think that is very unfortunate 
phraseology. The President should be authorized to ap- 
point a second lieutenant to be a general officer if the 
Senate should confirm.” 

Senator Wadsworth: “Now if we should adopt promo- 
tion by selection, of which I am in favor in general, an- 
other difficulty arises. When an officer is detailed to the 
Ordnance Department from the Cavalry or Infantry, he 
is taken from under the observation of other Cavalry and 
Infantry officers whose recommendation is needed to give 
him promotion. And any promotion he may get while 
serving in the Ordnance Department he cannot carry 
with him when he returns to his original arm.” 

Secretary Baker: “That does offer a serious difficulty. 
Would it be feasible to allow these officers to carry back 
their temporary ranks and become extra numbers in 
their grade?” 

Senator Wadsworth: “They would not be fitted for 
advancement in Cavairy or Artillery after a detail of 
four years in Ordnance.” 

Secretary Baker: “That is true.” 

Senator Wadsworth: “Why not restore to the Ord- 
nance Department its permanent personnel?” 

Secretary Baker: “The difficulty is that Ordnance 
makes what the other departments use, and we will 
always have the controversy between. the user and the 
manufacturer. That was the cause of the controversy 
between General Crozier and General Wood. It, occurs 
to me just off-hand that we might. have a personnel half 
permanent and half obtained by detail.” 

Senator Wadsworth: “The suggestion was made by 
General McAndrew that it might be possible to con- 
solidate the Transportation Corps and the Motor Trans- 
port Corps in peace time.” 

Secretary Baker: “Of course they are entirely differ- 
ent, but I don’t see any reason why they could not be 
administered by the same department. The work of 
General Bliss in the Transportation Service, by the way, 
was of conspicuous brilliancy, as conspicuous as any- 
thing done in the Army.” : 

Senator Fletcher: “Would it be possible, Mr. Secre- 
tary, to have a smaller Army than that set out in this 
bill?” 

Secretary Baker: “My guess is that a smaller num- 
ber of men might be sufficient.” 


Objections to Separate Air Department. 


The afternoon session was devoted almost entirely to 
questions asked by Senator New, author of a bill in- 
tended to create*a Department of Aeronautics. Senator 
New asked the Secretary if he had studied the plan for 
a separate department of the air. Mr. Baker replied: 

“T have thought a great deal about it, and in the Jarg- 
est and most general way, I am not in favor of it. Of 
course, there are things we are trying to do in the way 
of co-operating with the Navy, and that is why I say 
‘in the largest and most general way’ I am not in favor 
of it. The Air Service is new and the science of aero- 
nautics is new. I am afraid that to create a monopoly 
would tend to make for standardization, which igs not 
desirable now. Standardization is a blight on a new 
industry. I think the art of aerial navigation is go 
new that we need all the thought and development pos- 
sible. Under monopoly tactics the tendency would he 
to develop two types of planes, a military plane and a 
commercial plane. However, that is not my main ob- 
jection. The uses of the airplane are still indeterminate. 
But it is definitely known that it has great value for 





observation and bombing.

Secretary Baker: “In Secretary Daniels’s absence, I 
can say that it might be a good thing if that were true 
now. I think we would have a better Army and Navy 
if they were both under Secretary Daniels. But, to get 
back to the consolidation of purchasing which you adyo- 
cate as a means to establish the industry, I am firmly 
of the opinion that it would be possible for all the 
Government agencies buying planes to buy through co- 
ordination. But I would not separate the Air Service 
from the Army except as the very last resort.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen: “Have you considered the 
fact that you are planning to exhaust the young men _ 
of nineteen without leaving any to be trained in the 
Navy, or Merchant Marine, or the Air Service?’ 

Secretary Baker: “No, I hadn’t thought of that, but 
the three months training in the Army could well be 
considered preliminary to any other training.”

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ECONOMICS AND OFFICER MORALE. 
Study Made by Morale Division. 

Owing to the large number of resignations of Regu- 
lar Army officers since the signing of the armistice and 
the general lowering of the morale of the commissioned 
personnel of the Army through economic conditions, de- 
motions, and the lack of an increase of pay te meet the 
increased cost of living, Gen. Peytom C. March, Chief 
of Staff, instructed the Morale Division of the General 
Staff to make a complete investigation of this subject. 
The result of the work of the officers assigned to this 
task was presented to the Chief of Staff by Major Gen. 
William G. Haan, Chief of the War Plans Division of 
the General Staff, on Aug. 15 in the form of a memo- 
randum entitled: “Economie conditions aff officer 
morale in the Army.” We print herewith the text 
of the memorandum. Publication of this memorandum 
in the daily papers on Aug. 16 created such a stir in 
Congressional circles that it was stated Associated 
Press dispatches of Aug. 18 that “a determined effort is 
to be made for legislation increasing the pay of Army 
officers below the grade of colonel.” The memorandum 


reads : 

“The following data are submitted on this subject, as 
a result or inquiry by the Morale Branch. 

“It is an established fact that there is general dis- 
couragement and a serious depression of morale among 
the officers of the Army at the present time. 

“Confirmation of this is found in the actual number 
of resignations from the Service which have been ac- 

uring the

cepted since the armistice, most of them du 
three months. The total number of such ons 
up to Aug#12, 1919, is 1,266. On Oct. 31, 1918, there 
were 10,403 officers of the Regular Army. It thus a 
pears that 12.2 per cent., or practi one officer” 
eight, has had his resignation accepted in the last nine 
months. The distribution of these resignations by rank 
and by branch of the Service, for officers on nent 
appointment and for provisional rs, is in a 
table prepared in The Adjutant General’s Office. Atten- 
tion is also invited to the fact that of these resignations 
164 occurred in Regular officers who were in the Army 
before the war, and who had at that time apparently 
chosen it as a life career. This number of such 4 
tions in nine months is more than two and o 
times greater than all voluntary resignations from the 
Army for the ten years, 1908-1947, dur which period 
there were but sixty-three resignations than those 
forced for ‘the good of the Service.’ It is of special in- 
terest to note that among those holding the rank of 
captain the number of resignations by officers on perma- 
nent appointment exceeds the number of resignations by 
provisional officers. Many older officers -have stated that 
they would resign if they could find opportunity in civil 
life. Doubtless many are seeking such ity. 
“The resignations submitted and not accepted, up to 
July 21, 1919, were confined almost entirely to the Medi- 
cal Department. These unaccepted resignations were on 
that date distributed as follows: Medical Corps—Major, 
1; captain, 1; first lieutenants, 45. Dental Corps— 
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Major, 1; _ 3; ane lieutenants, 4. Veterinary

anything which the Army, with its comparatively low 
rate oi pay, can offer them. Without officers whe are 
devoted to the Service, who desire to remain in it, and 
Whase morale is high, it is obvious that there can be no 
@flicient and effective national military organization. 


Factors Entering Into the Situation. 

“A preliminary investigation shows that a number of 
factors enter into the situation, and that this depression 
of officer morale is due to a number of causes. In part, 
no doubt, the discouragement of officers is but a reflec- 
tion within the Service of the general social and_in- 
dustrial unrest which exists outside the Army. But 
there are also specific causes of this discontent, some 
of which may, by appropriate action at this time, be 
removed. No attempt at complete analysis has here 
been made. It is the purpose of this memorandum only 
to call attention to the financial difficulties of officers 
due to the increased cost of living, as this appears to 
be the most important of these factors. 

“During the war, the temporary ‘promotion granted 
certain Regular officers was the equivalent of increased 
pay, which more or less offset the contemporaneous great 
rise in prices. Such temporary promotion was granted 
toe eighty-one per cent. of Regular officers—or about four 
out of five. However, a considerable number of Regular 
officers (S61) have already been demoted from_tempo- 
rary rank and returned to their grade in the Regular 
Army or orders issued therefor. It is understood that, 
without further Congressional action, all Regular offi- 
cers still holding temporary rank will necessarily lose it 
on Sept. 30. The increased cost of living while tempo- 
rary rank was enjoyed, the need of maintaining two 
establishments, etc., probably absorbed the above addi- 
tional income in most cases. Nor does such extra pay 
compensate for the hardships of present or impending 
conditicns, from which there seems no escape for offi- 
cers so long as they remain in the Service without Con- 
gressional relief. 

“Officers who have been demoted find that the pay of 
their Regular grade has a present purchasing power 
equivalent to no more than the former purchasing value 
of the pay some two grades junior, such as pertained to 
their status a decade ago. Older officers, who have ac- 
quired families and added expenses in the meantime, 
find that due to the rise in the cost of necessities their 
present income can buy no more than was formerly con- 
sidered adequate to a junior officer, who then probably 
had little or no family responsibilities to provide for. 
They have, in effect, been not only demoted from tempo- 
rary rank, but the equivalent of being financially de- 
moted several grades further below their actual rank in 
the Regular Army. They cannot continue in their for- 
mer modes of life. Even with marked lowering of their 
former standards of living, they are often finding it nec- 
essary to draw upen their slender savings, or reduce or 
give up insurance or other provisions for the future. 
For example, a colonel or lieutenant colonel who reverts 
to the rank of captain in the Regular Army finds that 
his pay as captain, at the present cost of living, is about 
equivalent to the pay of a second lieutenant in 1908. 
With a family acquired in the meantime and transfers 
of station te provide for, it is a matter of simple mathe- 
matics to show that a maid, adequate clothing, a little 
insurance and the education of his children, are impos- 
sible for him. From the standpoint of living, he is worse 
off than when he entered the Service. His income, though 
numerically larger, buys little more than then; his pres- 
ent family, as a divisor, is greater. 

Cost Increase, Pay is Stationary. 


“Here is what is beyond a doubt the basic factor in 
low officer morale at the present time, namely, a rising 
cost of living and a stationary rate of pay. The present 
rate of pay for officers was fixed in 1908 (Sec. 1261, 
R.S., as amended by Act of May 11, 1908—35 Stat. 100). 
Since that date the cost of living has been almost steadily 
rising, but there has been no revision in rate of pay. 
The study of ‘Retail Prices, 1907, to December, 1916.’ 
made by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor (Bulletin No. 228, November, 1917), 
shows what the increase in retail prices has been dur- 
ing that period. It is stated in this report that ‘food 
rices have risen each year since 1907, except 1911 and 
7915, and in 1916 were more than thirty-nine per cent. 

than in 1907.’ Since 1916, the price of foods 
has further tremendously risen. Since 1916 in- 
creased cost of the ration has amounted to an additional 
fifty-five per cent. The combined data wouid therefore 
indicate that since 1907 staple foodstuffs had increased 
in cost some eighty-four per cent. This is borne out by 
the independent data given below. 

“The great rise in cost of living began in 1915. A 
chart has been prepared at the request of this office by 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics, which shows in 
graphic form the increase of the prices of twenty-two 
important articles of food, combined, from January, 
1913, to June, 1919. The average price for the year 
1913 is taken as the base or 100 per cent. This chart 
does not represent the general increase in cost of living, 
but it does give a true picture of the trend in each part 
of it as relates to prices of food during this period. The 
following statement is quoted from the Monthly Labor 
Review for June, 1919 (U.S. Bureau of Labor Statis- 
ties, Vol. VIII., No. 6, p. 76): ‘For the six-year re 
April, 1913, to April, 1919, the increase in the retai 
prices of all articles of food combined was eighty-five 
per cent.’ 

“A special investigation of the increase in cost of 
living as a whole during the war period has been made 
by Prof. William F. Ogburn, Director of the Cost of 
Living Department of the National War Labor Board. 
He makes the following statement: ‘We know fairly 
certainly that the cost of living based upon all the items 
of the family budget, including food, ‘rent, fuel and light, 
clothing and sundries, has increased for the country as 
a whole about fifty-five per cent. from the pre-war period, 
as measured by the year 1914, to June, 1918. We aloo 
know that the increase has been fairly uniform over the 
country as a whole, the greatest variation being in rent. 
Up to August, 1918, the increase had been about sixty- 
five per cent., this a being the average increase over 
1914, in fifteen shipbuilding centers, as measured by the 
U.S. Bureau of Labor Statisties. At the present time 
(i.e., December, 1918, eight months ago) 4 fair estimate 
of the increase in the cost of living would probably be 
seventy per cent.’ 

“An intcresting table has been prepared by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, showing the in- 
crease in cost of living in representative American com- 
munities, July, 1914—June, 1918. (‘War-time Changes 


in the Cost of Living,’ Research Report No. 9, Nationa) 


Industrial Conference Board, 
the basis shown in this table the cost of 
living between July, 1914, and June, 1918, was 52.3 per 
cent. Two charts derived from this table, show how the 
family budget, as a whole, has been affected and also 
what the per cent. of increase has been, during this 
period, in each of the main items of the bi It is 
common knowledge that in the fourteen months, since 
June, 1918, the cost of living has further greatly ad- 
vanced. 
Why Two Homes Are Maintained. 


“It is true that the Army officer has the advantage of 
being able to make purchases from the Zone Supply 
Office. But it is to be borne in mind that he pays in- 
creased prices there also. All purchases of fruits and 
fresh vegetables, also in most cases fresh meats, must 
be made at retail stores, as these articles of food are not 
to be had at the Zone Supply Office. The cost of the 
ration has increased from 19.65 cents in 1908 to 50.88 
cents on June 30, 1919. -This is 154 per cent. This 
point is further shown in a chart which graphically 
shows the relative amounts of certain staple foodstuffs 
which the same amount of money would buy in the eity 
of Washington in April, 1914, and April, 1919, and the 
tremendous shrinkage between those dates. Besides foods, 
clothing has gone up greatly. The cost of uniforms has 
doubled or more, depending on the dealer. The in- 
creased cost of clothing is well shown by the prices of 
certain selected articles sold by the Quartermaster De- 
partment, as shown by these figures: Gloves have in- 
creased 238 per cent.; wool socks, 169; uniform serge, 
O.D., 145; cotton drawers, 145; undershirts, 140; hats, 
service, 130; socks, cotton, 100; shoes, russet, 98; shirts, 
O.D., 75. With this, especially in woolen goods, there 
has been an unavoidable lowering in quality. Formerly 
the officer lived at a post where quarters were furnished 
and he was not obliged to purchase a full stock of house- 
hold goods. Now most married officers are not at posts, 
are on such uncertain status with frequent moves, that 
they have stored their furniture and are compelled to 
pay high rent for furnished quarters for their families. 
Not infrequently they are obliged to maintain two estab- 
lishments, one for themselves at the camp and one for 
their families in the nearby city. 

“The present commutation of quarters, which is $12 
per month per room, exclusive of bath, was authorized 
by Act of Congress, March 2, 1907, and has not been 
changed since that date. Rooms desirable for officers 
and their families cannot be obtained at this rate any- 
where. As an.instance in point, a captain paid $40 per 
month for two rooms, scantily furnished and without 
bath, in Deming, N.M., in 1918. This same officer, at 
his next station in Baltimore, Md., paid $60 for very 
ordinary accommodations in a respectable neighborhood, 
for his wife and himself. Another instance is that of a 
first lieutenant stationed at Kelly Field. In the nearby 
city of San Antonio, Texas, he paid $55 a month for a 
furnished four-room apartment for his mother and him- 
self. His commutation was $36. The price which he 
paid was very reasonable as compared with other apart- 
ments and accommodations that were available. In 
Washington, the minimum price for a room in which an 
officer would be comfortable is $25 to $30 per month. 
The Army and Navy Club, for example, charged at its 
minimum, $45 per month for a small room without bath. 
Increase in rents has resulted in a condition in which 
the officer can procure for his commutation only one- 
third to one-half the number of rooms which Congress, 
in 1907, thought appropriate to his grade. By Act of 
Congress, approved April 16, 1918, commutation of 
quarters was authorized for dependents of commissioned 
officers, while in the field. This affords only temporary 
alleviation, for it was authorized only ‘during the emer- 
gency’ and ‘while the officers were in the field.” How- 

ver, steps are being taken to continue this relief, and a 
vill to that end (S. 2633) has passed the Senate and is 
now before the House. Should this bill become law, it 
will materially help as to quarters a class of rs on 
certain duties, but it will not relieve the burden in this 
respect for officers as a whole, whose commutation will 
not now provide sufficient accommodations. 

Cost of Living in Washington. 

“It is to be borne in mind that any transfer of station 
for an officer with a family now almost invariably means 
great hardship. He must pay full transportation charges 
for his wife and children. The-family budgets cited in 
the next paragraph illustrate the financial difficulty that 
would be imposed upon these two officers if they were 
to receive orders to report for duty at Fort Leavenworth, 
or the Philippines, or Panama. The present uncertainty 
of service requires more frequent of station and 
travel than in the past. If the officer has a family this 
entails much higher expense than before the war. As 
is well known, railroad fares have gone from two eents 
to three cents per mile, plus war tax. In locating at a 
new station, the officer usually must seek temporary 
hotel accommodations for himself and family. Even 
rates at medium class hetels mean a heavy drain on 
any slender funds the officer may have. uch moves 
may force him to incur debt from which there is little 


prospect of relief. 

“The cost of living in Washington, as is well known, 
has increased rapidly during the war period and has gone 
up to an excessively high figure. According to figures 
compiled by the U.S. Bureau of Labor S the 
cost of living in the District of Columbia was 44.85 per 
cent. higher in April, 1919, than in December, 1916. 
(Monthly Labor Review, June, 1919, Vol. VIII., No. 6, 
p. 117). But prices had already risen before December, 
1916. Officers assigned to duty in Washington have 
found it «cy difficult to make pay cover the cost 
of living for their and themselves. A month’s 
typieal budget for a captain, stationed in Washington, 
having a family of wife and a child two years old, whe 
endeavors to live within his income, given in a 
separate exhibit. This budget is a composite. It wag 
based on actual experienee, shown to a number of cap- 
tains and slightly modified to represent the general type 
of living practiced by them. family can have no 
maid service. They can assume no pon # obligations. 
They can carry no insurance. The purchase of a single 
Liberty Bond was impossible for them. If the War De- 
partment now desires the services for duty ia Washing- 
ton of an officer holding the rank of capiain or lieuten- 
ant, in most cases it will be a grave hardship for that 
officer, under the present rate of pay and the prevailing 
cost of living, to be assigned to duty in Washington. 
Out of consideration for such an officer and his family, 
it is doubtful if orders to report in Washington should 
be issued, unless the exigencies of the Service absolutely 
require, notwithstanding the fact that his seryices may 
be very much desired. 

“In contrast with the stationary rate of pay of the 
Army officer, the general trend of rates of compensation 
in civilian pursuits has been upward. The following 
statement op changes in union wage scales is quoted 


Bureau of Labor Statistics, Vol. VIII., No. 3, p. 119), 
Higher Pay for Civilians. 


“ ‘Average rate of wages per hour in May, 1918, was 
133 per cent. of the average in May, 1913; that is, the 
average rate in 1918, was thirty-three per cent. higher 
than in May, 1913; in 1907 the average hourly rate had 
increased between 1907 and 1918 in the ratio of ninety 
to 133, an increase of forty-three points in the index, 
which number is forty-eight per cent. of ninety, making 
the increase in the rate of wages per hour between 1907 
and 1918, forty-eight per cent.’ Since May, 1918, it js 
common knowledge that wages have further advanced, 
Authoritative dgta on the increase of wages during the 
war period are given in a monograph on ‘Wages and the 
War, a Summary of Recent Wage Movements,’ by Hugh 
S. Hanna and W. Jett Lauck, published in 1918. A 
chart from this monograph (p. 67), showing the increase 
im per capita earnings in various industries, 1915-1917, 
is reproduced as Exhibit L. Another chart from the 
same source (p. 71), showing the rise in average weekly 
earnings in representative factories in New York state, 
1914-1917, is reproduced as Exhibit M. A comparison 
of similar data covering the period January, 1915-Janu- 
ary, 1919, is given in a table published in The Annalist, 
June 2, 1919. From this table, entitled ‘Wages Paid 
in Leading Instustries, 1915-1919, and Relation of Units 
to the Annalist Ivdex Number,’ a chart has been pre 
pared (Exhibit N) which shows the increase that has 
taken place in the average wages paid to individual 
workers in these industries during this period. 

“It was pointed out recently by an officer attached to 
the General Staff, now on travel detail in the Canal 
Zone, that on the locks of the Panama Canal the opera- 


tors of the electric mule—an unskilled occupation—re- 
ceive $300 per month, quarters, heat, light, water (also 
two months vacation with pay each year), or more than 


a major in the Regular Army with about ten years’ ger- 
vice would receive to lead 1,000 men in battle. 

“A table furnished by the Construction Division shows 
the wages that were being paid labor in New York city 
in July, 1915, and what the Construction Divisién itself 
is actually now paying in August, 1919. This in gen- 
eral shows an increase of thirty-nine per cent. of wages 
with a number of trades increased by fifty per cent. In 
some western points the rates are higher. It is inter- 
esting to note from this that the War Department, 
through the Construction Division, is now paying a hod 
carrier per eight-hour day ($5.50) about as much as it 
Pays a second lieutenant ($5.72) for all his time, in- 
cluding both pay and allowances of the latter. Also that 
it pays a plasterer more per eight-hour day ($7.25) 
than it is paying ($6.97) a first lieutenant—perhans a 
medical officer of seven years’ university and hospital 
training—including both pay and allowances, for a 
twenty-four-hour day. The Water Transport Division 
states that it is paying, at this time, stevedores to handle 
cargo on the Army docks at Hoboken, an oceupatien re- 
quiring physical ability only, sixty-five cents per hour 
for an eight-hour day, with $1 an hour overtime. ‘The 
average weekly wage paid stevedores under this plan is 
$61, or $8.78 per union day. Apparently the Govern- 
ment rates of pay imply the services of a roustabout as 
worth more to it by $3 per day than those of a second 
lieutenant, responsible for the welfare of sixty men, and 
as worth $1.81 more to it than the twenty-four-hour a 
day services of a first lieutenant and expert operating 
surgeon, . 

Reasons for Resignations. 


“In eivil life, the increaged cost of living has been 
met by strikes or threats of strikes hy organized labor 
which has resulted in increase in wages. Such co-opera- 
tive actien is not legitimate in the Army. However, the 
cumulative im ance of the ignation of their eom- 
missions by 1,266 officers as individuals has more or 
less similar significance; for instead of undertaking the 
task of securing an increase of pay, they have simply left 
the Service entirely. Those who do this are obviously the 
most self-reliant, vigorous and valuable type who ean 
ill be spared from the men, who, in two decades, will be 
commanding the Army. No statisties are available sho 
ing the increases in salaries paid to business executiny 
or in the incomes earned in the professions, with whi 
class of men Army officers may more properly be eom- 
pared, but it is generally known that the tendency hag 
been upward, and that the increase corresponds more or 
Jess closely with the rising cost of living—somewhat less 
closely, it is estimated than in the case of the wage 
earners. 

“Officers of experience who have made excellent ree 
ords in the Army feel that in justice to themselves and 
to their families they must, under present circumstances, 
seriously consider the acceptance of such civilian posk- 
tions as may be open to them where they will at Jeast 
have a chance to win out against the high cost of living, 
The case of an Army intelligence officer who resigned 
from the Service on July 1, 1919, illustrates this point, 

~although it cannot be cited as a typical ease. This officer 
who had had twenty years of training gnd experience in 
the Regular Army, was promoted, during the period of 
the emergency, to the rank of colonel In June, 1919, 
he was offered a position as agent of a large American 
corporation in a city in a foreign country, at a salary 
of $10,000. Although he was reluctant to abandon his 
career as a soldier, he felt that he was com: 
pelled to resign from the Service te accept this position, 
The reasons which induced this officer to make this de 
cision are believed to typify the point of view of many 
of the best officers in the Army. He states his reasons, 
briefly, as follows: 

“ «The compensation offered an Army officer is so far 
below the standard paid to an executive officer in civil 
life as to make it almost incumbent upon an officer, 
when he has been holding an executive position in the 
Army, to seek a connection in civil life. An ambitious 
and conservative man must do this for the proper pro 
tection of his wife and child (or children). He m 
provide his wife with the ordinary comforts, must edu 
eate his and must provide sufficient life in 
surance; he cannot do all this on his Army pay. 
foregoing conditions exist while he holds his increased 

; if he is demoted the situation is aggravated. His 
income is seriously impaired by the necessity of paying 
for transportation of his family, incident hotel bills, ete. 
The sacrifice entailed in frequent separations from his 
family. Usually he is unable to plan ahead. I view thé 
resent and coming era as one demanding the best brains 
n the economic development durirg the reconstruction 
iod. There is more chance for initiative in private 
ife and more interesting work in this field than in pre 
ring for the indefinite future war—even though it 


and to come.’ 
Recommendations Made. 
“The pay of an officer in the Army should be such a8 
will enable him to live’ modestly but decently, properly 
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representing the Government in the rank which he holds. 
An officer of about five years’ service in the 

Army, now Salting the rank of captain (temporary 
rank of major) and stationed in Washington, cogentl 
deseribes the situation in the following remarks, whi 
are ye by permission: “The officers are becoming 
miser and petty, through necessity. They cannot 
entertain their friends, although they know that the 
best interests of the Service demand at least occasional 
fraternization between officers and their families, They 
cannot mingle socially with persons of their own 
outside the Service. They would soon be noted as cheap 
sports, if they attempted it.’ 

“Eyen so summary a statement, as is given in this 
memorandum, of the economic conditions which have 
brought about the present low state of officer morale, in- 
dicates clearly the advisability of immediate remedial 
action. Taking into consideration the rise in the cost 
of living since 1908, it is evident that, even if the pres- 
ent rate of pay were increased by as much as fifty per 
cent., it would then not be equivalent in buying the 
necessities of life to what it was in 1908. An increase 
of 100 per cent. in the pay of the enlisted men was au- 
thorized in 1917; presumably it will not now be de- 
creased. ‘The case of the non-commissioned officers has 
been omitted from consideration, as lying outside the 
subject of this memorandum, but it is well understood in 
the Army that an increase in their rate of pay is es- 
sential. With all these matters in mind, it seems proper 
to recommend a reasonable increase at this time in the 
rate of pay of the commissioned personnel of the Army. 
The proposed increase will not restore the reasonable 
comfort which Congress in 1908 felt that officers should 
have, but it will somewhat help ameliorate the financial 
difficulties under which officers now labor. Action of 
this nature is believed to be essential in order to main- 
tain the efficiency of the Army as a whole and to insure 
the entrance and retention in the Service of the best 
type of officers. An inadequate rate of pay for officers 
will inevitably bring about deterioration of personnel ; 
an adequate rate of pay, with a proper system of selec- 
tion and elimination, will make certain that the best 
traditions of the American Army will be preserved un- 
impaired. 

“It is therefore recommended : 

“(a) That the commutation of quarters to be_here- 
after paid to the Army shall be at the rate of $20 per 
month per room, instead of $12 per month as at present. 

“(b) That the pay of all officers be increased $500 per 
annum oyer that which they are now authorized to re- 
ceive. - 

“Further justification for increase in pay is that re- 
cent organization of the Army provides for much larger 
commands, and correspondingly heavier responsibilities 
than ever before. The captain, who used to command a 
company of a war strength of 100 men now commands 
250; the major who nsed to command 2 battalion of 
400 men now has 1,000 under him; the ¢olonel whose 
regiment used to approximate 1,300 men now has 3,700 
under him. In civil life, increased responsibility brings 
increased pay—in the Army it has so far not done so. 

“It is recommended that this memorandum be sub- 
mited to the Secretary of War; and if approved by him, 
that it be transmitted to the Committee on Military 
Affairs of the Congress.”

OFFICERS WITH TEMPORARY COMMISSIONS. 


‘'o THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In last week’s questions the morale officer of the 
Southern Department asks for the attitude of the officers 
who are to be discharged on or before Sept. 30, 1919. 
For my part I would say in reply: 

When a man spends four years in a military college 
classed as one of the five distinguished military schools 
in the United States and graduates as an honorary 
graduate, which entitles him to a commission.in the 
Regular Army, but which he couldn’t accept at the time 
on account of not being twenty-one years of age; when 
the same man spends three months in a training camp, 
makes good and at the end of the camp has his choice 
between a commission as captain in the Reserve Corps 
and as a second lieutenant in the Regular Army and 
passes: the examination for the latter and is assigned to 
a Regular unit; when the same man spends two years 
in the Regular Army and has a good rating in competi- 
tion with the Regular Army officers; when the same 
man takes an examination for classification and is put 
in Class 3-A with full expectations of a commission in 
the Regular Army; when an order comes out that all but 
the Regular Army officers are to be discharged by a 
certain time and that no exceptions are to be made; 
when quite a number of said Regular Army officers were 
commissioned from the first training camps who were 
fortunate enough to be of the required age to attend 
said camps; when these same men do not have to enter 
in competition with the temporary officers to hold their 
commissions, the question is asked by the morale officer 
of the Regular Army: What is the attitude of the offi- 
cers with a temporary commission as to their discharge 
in the near future? : 

The least that one could say in answer is that the

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PROMOTIONS IN NAVY AND MARINE CORPS. 


To THE EprroR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A recent announcement by the Secretary of the Navy 
indicated that recommendations relative to personnel 
legislation for the Navy and the Marine Corps are about 
to be made.

The question whether 
or not the Marine Corps is a “part of the Navy” should 
not be permitted to interfere with relative and equitable 
promotion in the two Services. The service of the Ma- 
tine Corps is with the Navy, and its history, traditions 
and customs are a part of the history, traditions and 
customs of the Navy. Its future service must, of neces- 
sity, be with the Navy, and its future plans should be 
laid to — those of the Navy as far as possible. 

plies as much to promotion of officers as it does 
to other details of administration. In this matter of 
Promotion, the naval officer is far better situated than 
his “brother” marine officer. 

Before the recent demobilization of the Marine Corps 
Was accom ages og | senior major of the Marine Corps 
was an who had entered the {Service as a com- 
Missioned officer in 1908. The junior commander of 
the Navy graduated from Annapolis in 1907 and was 
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commissioned an ensign in the Navy in 1909. In other 
words, an officer of the Navy with ten years’ commis- 
sioned service by a grade an officer of the Marine 
Corps with sixteen years’ commissioned service. The 
same ney can be observed all along the line. In 
addition to this inequality in promotion, the Marine 
Corps officer has already lost his temporary war rank 
and the Navy is assured of its officers holding temporary 
commissions until next June. The latter is still pro- 
moting to temporary rank as is evidenced by the recent 
selections up to the rank of rear admiral. In view of 
the fact that the sezvice of marine officers is with naval 
officers, except on those rare occasions when they ‘are de- 
tached for service with the Army, the present state of 
affairs is very disconcerting to every officer of the Ma- 
rine Corps. It must be particularly so to those young 
chaps at the Naval Academy who desire to enter the 
Marine Corps whose numbers, as the vacancies in the 
Navy are filled, bid fair to become relatively greater 
every year. 

The material rewards of the service are not great. 
Equitable promotion with one’s brother officers, whether 
by seniority or selec with a final flourish in “ecom- 
mand” rank, is about that the Service man asks as 
his just due. The Navy has recognized that its staff 
must move along with its line, consequently we find the 
list of “running mates¥ working out to the justice of all 
concerned. Could not a similar scheme be applied to 
Marine officers? ‘The service of Marine officers with 
the Navy should bring rewards commensurate with those 
received by officers of the Navy. Mt 
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MARINE CORPS OFFICERS SELECTED. 


The report of the Board of Selection, U.S. Marine 
Corps, which has been deliberating over the lists of com- 
missioned personnel for several months, has submitted its 
teport, which was officially approved on Aug. 21.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

Brig. Gen. Frederick S. Strong, U.S.A., was retired 
from active service on Aug. 17, 1919, upon his own appli- 
cation after more than forty-three years’ service. General 
Strong was born in Michigan on Noy.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Comdr. DeWitt Clinton Redgrave, U.S.N., 
died at the U.S. Naval Hospital, Annapolis, Md., Aug. 
17, 1919, from pulmonary embolism. He was born in 
Keokuk, Iowa, June 10, 1857, and was appointed a 
eadet engineer in the Navy -in September, 1877. In 
June, 1881, he was ordered to the Mayflower and later 
to the Essex, being honorably discharged on June 30, 
1883, in accordance with the Act of Congress of Aug. 2, 
1882.

The report of the supreme board of directors of the 
Knights of Columbus shows the disposition of the.$17,- 
000,000 received from the United War Work Fund of 
$170,500,000. The report is for the fiscal year ending

seas the Knights maintained 125 huts and clubs of sub-

The Knights sent 1,075 workers overseas out of 7,414 
applicants. The total amount expended on free creature 
comforts during the year was within a few dollars of 
$7,000,000. The report concludes that the Knights of 
Columbus will continue, without charge, for some time 
to come, their work for the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of all men in the Nation’s service. 

Adjutant Gen. William Woodbury Moore, of South 
Carolina, who for the third successive time won the Ad- 
jutants General Cup Match at the Navy rifle range, 
Caldwell, N.J., Aug. 21, 1919, retains the Adjutants 
General Cup, and received, in addition, a medal for his 
victory. The trophy is a massive silver cup presented to 
the National Rifle Association of America by the officers 
of the 9th U.S. Infantry, to be competed for by the 
adjutants general of all the states of the union. The 
first match held in 1916 at Camp Blackpoint, Jackson- 
ville, Fla., was won by General Moore. No match was 
held in 1917. General Moore then proved his excellence 
in marksmanship by winning the cup in 1918 and in 
1919. An important factor in the General’s success this 
year, is said to be a command he received from Mrs. 
Moore, not to return to South Carolina unless he brought 
home “the bacon,” i.e., the cup. General Moore first 
participated in rifle practice in 1915. At that time he

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APPOINTMENT OF EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 


The Chief of Staff has approved recommendations of 
the Director of Operations, General Staff, providing 
that in filling such vacancies for commissioned officers 
as may be provided by legislation reorganizing the per- 
manent military establishment, it is the policy of 
War Department to select-appointees from, emote hee 
sons who served as emergency officers between April ¢ 
1917, and Nov. 11, 1918. Upon enactment of legisla: 
tion, eligible emergency officers still in service having 
approved applications on file will be examined for ap- 
pointment without further action on their part. Upon 
enactment of legislation, former emergency officers who 
have been honorably discharged and in whose caseg 
there are approved applications on file will, if eligible 
be communicated with to ascertain if they still desire 
appointment and will be examined if they so desire, 
Former emergency officers who have been honorably dis- 
charged, but who at time of discharge or prior thereto 
did not express desire for permanent appointment may 
make application for examination. Persons other than 
emergency officers may be eligible under such legisla- 
tion as is enacted, may make application for examina- 
tion and will be examined if recommendations and 
records are satisfactory. 

No applications, other than from emergency officers 
still in service, will be considered or filed at this time, 
Regardless of such preliminary or other examinations ag 
may have been held, no appointment will be made with- 
out a thorough and satisfactory final examination. The 
‘final examination will be such as to establish the men- 
tal, moral and physical qualifications of appointee. Can- 
didates will be examined for arm of service selected by 
them, within limits of legislation. Examinations wil] 
not be held for a particular grade. Examining boards 
will be permitted to recommend a suitable grade or 
grades for appointment, but all candidates will be ex- 
amined with the understanding that the grade in which 
appointment is tendered will be determined by the War 
Department from consideration of age, length and ehar 
acter of service and recommendations of boards.

He was halted by a man in the rear line, but when he 
gaid he was returning to obtain maps was allowed to 
qass. Stone’s platoon suffered losses in the battle which 
the court held were due to this officer’s action in with- 
drawing to a place of greater safety. The prisoner's 
home is in Boston. 

Average Age of Soldiers Killed. 

According to a computation made by the Actuarial 
Department of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance the 
average age of United States soldiers killed during the 
war was twenty-three years.

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ARMY REORGANIZATION HEARINGS. 
Supply Organization. 

Major Gen. George W. Burr, Director of the Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic Division of the General Staff, 
urged the Senate Committee on Military Affairs to econ- 
tinue the supply organization of the Army as now in 
effect, when he was heard on Aug. 19. General Burr 
told of the present organization of the supply depart- 
ment as differing from the old system under the Quar- 
termaster Corps. It is planned, he said, to have the 
Purchase and Storage Branch of the Purchase, Storage 
and Traffic Division go back under the name of Quar- 
termaster Corps, which will be the same as the former 
organization, minus Finance, Transportation, Motor 
Transport and Construction. Senator Wadsworth asked 
what department would have charge of construction. In 
reply, General Burr replied that, while it was not men 
tioned, the plan was to place it in the Corps of Engi- 
neers. General Burr said: “The old bureau system did 
not work in the beginning of the war nor during ih: 
Spanish War, and it never will work. We must have a 
head of the supplies service in the Army in order to get 
proper co-ordination. There is very little salvage from 
the war, but what experience we have gained is on 
piece of salvage.” . 

In response to a question asked by Senator Wads- 
worth as to the functions of Director of Purchase, Stor- 
age and Traffic, he said: “Our duties are to supervise, 
co-ordinate and direct the operating services.” In speak- 
ing of the evils arising without such a system, General 
Burr said: “A day before war was declared I purchased 
several million dollars worth of leather, and the result 
was that I got practically all of the leather in the coun- 
try. That was-wrong, because other departments wanted 
leather, but I was working on the theory that I had to 
look out for my department. In that way it became 
quite evident that there was needed a central authority 
in Washington to control that sort of thing.” Genera] 
Burr explained that “supplies were held at first for an 
Army of three million men, ana later for a million and 
a _ half, and that is the basis we are now working on. 
We are keeping all the equipment necessary for an Army 
of that size.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen asked the reason which led the 
Army to keep surplus motor trucks off the market. The 
reply was that some 36,000 were being turned over to 
other executive departments, but that the trucks had not 
all been delivered. In answer to the Senator’s state- 
ment that the machines were being exposed to the 
weather, Senator Thomas said: “I think the country’s 
attention should be called to the fact that the Senate has 
passed a bill supplying additional officers to help solve 
this difficulty, but it has been held up in the House. | 
think that this condition could be ameliorated with a 
little-co-operation between the two houses.” In conclu- 
sion, the General said: “I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the necessity of consolidating the procurement, trans- 
portation, storage and finance services of the Army under 
one head.” In this connection he cited the experienc« 
of the Navy in consolidating these services in one bu- 
reau. 

In reply to a question asked by Senator Chamberlain 
as to whether he believed the Chief of Staff should take 
rank and precedence over all other officers the Army, 
General Burr said: “I think the Chief of Staff, who is 
in Washington elosely associated with the Secretary of 
War and the President, should take rank and precedence 
over all other officers because of that close association. 
The present situation where you have one distinguished 
general in command in the field and another distin 

uished general as Chief of Staff will not always exist. 

n the future it may be necessary to appoint a younger 
man as Chief of Staff, and then it would be necessary 
for him to take rank and preecdence over all officers of 
the Army.” 

General Hines on Transportation Corps. 

Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Director of the Transpor- 
tation Service, followed General Burr for the purpose of 
defending the inclusion of the Transportation Corps in 
the branches of the new Army. He said: “The jnten- 
tion of the bill is to continue the organization developed 
in the war except that it is contemplated to carry only 
so much of the organization as necessary in peace time. 
The difficulty before the war was the fact that the sys- 
tem then in vogue did not permit of rapid expansion. I 
believe it would be a mistake to allow the transportation 
service to revert back to the pre-war status. 

General Hines advocated a plan whereby the Govern- 
ment would hold the interned German ships for per- 
manent operation by the Army. In time of peace when 
they were not needed for transport duties, they could be 
chartered for use in merchant marine, he said. Senator 
Chamberlain asked whether it would be more advan- 
tageous for the Army to operate them than for them to 
be transferred to the Navy. In reply, General Hines 
said: “I think so.. When these ships are needed for 
transport duties, the crews and the ships should come 
into Government service together. The Navy has a very 
important réle to play in the national defense, and this 
requires all its energies. During this war the Navy was 
not called upon to use all its large ships, but it may be 
in the future. Moreover, the War Department believes 
that Army transports should be operated by civilians in 
times of peace.” As to the possibility and advisability 
of combining the functions of the Motor Transport Corps 
and the Transportation Corps into one service, he added: 
“I have strongly believed that the Motor Transport 
Corps and the Transportation Corps should be one ser- 
vice. It is my idea that such an organization should in- 
clude four subdivisions; namely, water, rail, motor and 
animal. That is my view, though I feel that the Gen- 
eral Staff control which now exists is preferable to the 
system in vogue prior to the war.” As to what saving 
might be effected if the two services were combined, 
General Hines said it would be possible to dispense with 
the services of one brigadier general, four colonels, nine 
lieutenant colonels, six majors and one captain, as well 
as a Jarge number of lieutenants. 

Statement from General Chamberlain. 

Major Gen. John L. Chamberlain, Inspector General 
of the Army, opposed the abolition of the office of the 
Inspector General. General Chamberlain. said, in a 
written statement, that the General Staff must hav 
considered chiefly the work of the Inspector Generai’s 
Department which overlapped the work of other depait- 
ments when it made the recommendation looking to the 
abolishing of the office, and did not consider the major 
part of ‘the work, which he said was entirely independent 
of other departments. ‘Notwithstanding the fact. lhe 
stated, that other branches of the War Department have 
long had inspection officers, the Inspector General is 
ealled on ay to make inspections within these de- 
partments. e also pointed out the fact that bis de- 
partment investigated larger matters, such as the condi- 
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and relations existing between, various branches. 
He added :' “I ‘betieve the existénet of ‘the Tnspector Gen- 
eral’s Department is absolutely essential to the effi- 
ciency of the Army; whether it is maintained separately 
or as a branch of the General Staffis-an open question, 
but Iam ef the opinion that it:should be independent. 
I think the Army couldn't get. along without service of 
this kind. If it were abolished ‘there would have to be 
a division in the General Staff for this work; and eventu- 
ally that weuld grow into such a departmént as this.” 


General Menoher on Air Service. 


Major Gen. Charles ‘T. Menoher, Director of Army 
Air .Serviee,, and Brig. Gen.- William- -Mitchell, Director 


of Military Aeronautics, came before the committee on:

I think the arguments for separation 
are- based on the wrong premises. I understand that in 
England the creation of a separate Air Force was purely 
a political move, designed to still the criticism in Eng- 
land that nothing was being done to combat the German 
Zeppelin raids. I am also informed, that it was done 
against the wishes of Marshal Foch. I understand that 
matters in England are not as rosy as.they have been 
and that a crash is imminent. In ‘spite of the existence 
of a separate air force in, England they are now facin 
a reduction of activity. “I repeat,” continued Geners 
Menoher, “that the Air Service is an auxiliary arm. 
The only determining factor in war is the Infantry sol- 
dier. _ All other activities exist only to make it possible 
for him to go forward. I am willing to admit that the 
Air Service is as important as the Artillery, but it is 
not a decisive arm. 


Opposed to Separate Air Department. 


In speaking of the feeling of hostility between the 
Air Service and other branches of the Army, General 
Meneher said: “‘We may as well acknowledge that such 

a feeling does exist. The men on the line felt that the 
air people were getting more pay and doing less than 
anyone else. There was a counter feeling on the part 
of the~Air Service that it was not understood by the 
line; that its work was special, and that it deserved 
special consideration, al! of which was partly true. This 
feeling ripened to such an extent that some’ believed 
that the Air Service would never get what it -deserved 
so long as it was a part of the Army. I can say that I 
do not agree with that view. We already have two de- 
partments for making war. If you create a third you 
are going to decrease rather than increase the proba- 
bility of co-operation. It would create a mew: overheed, 
and instead of making for economy it would make for 
extravagance and waste. There should be created a 
beg to handle the civilian end of it, but that should 

in ‘the Department of Commerce or one of the other 
eZee departments. That bureau should ‘handle the 
Postoffice work, the mapping and forestry service. The 
head ofthat service, together with the heads of the War 
and Navy Air Services, should constitute a board for 
obtaining co-ordination. ‘In’ conclusion, I am wf the 
opinion. that separation would prevent the ultimate 
team work which is necessary for final success of any 
operation in the field.” 

Senator Wadsworth spoke of the difficulty of making 
properly apportioned appropriations under thé existing 
system, sa. : “I am open-minded on -the subject. I 
don’t know whether we can get aviation under one head 
or not, but you will recollect what happened when the 
appropriation bills were passed in July, when the per- 
sonal element entered in. At that time the Army and 
Navy each got the same amount, when the Navy's prob- 
lem was not one-third that of the Army. We might as 
well admit that this was due to the fact that rightly or 
wrongly thete Was a prejudice in the ‘Congress against 
the Army. I have every sympathy with you in the pre- 
dicament in which you found yourself.” 

In discussing the future of the Air Service the chair 
man asked whether any consideration had been given to 
the forming of air squadrons in the National Guard. 
The War Department, said General Menober,-had deter- 
rained against such procedure because. of the lack of 
personnel to properly take care of ‘the machines ‘and 
carry on tiecessary inspections. Général Mitchell inter- 
rupted to tell of the plans of the, Air e for; ex- 
pa rr scope of the Service by placing Janding_ and 
flying fields in various parts of. the Unie came.

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TEST OF SMALL ARMS AMMUNITION. 

A report on the test of ‘ammunition for the National 
Matches by a board of officers convened at Sea Girt, N. 
J., in July last, was issued by the War Department on 
Aug. 20. This board consisted of Lieut. Col. Townsend 
Whelen, General Staff; Lieut.:OCol. Julian S. Thatcher, 
Ord. Dept.; Lieut. William Libbey, Inf.; Capt. Ed- 
ward..@. Crossman, U.S.A., and Kellogg K. V. Casey 
(with his consent). The board also met at Frankford 
Arsenal, Pa., in addition to holding tests at Sea Girt. 
The proceedings of the board ‘are, given in Bulletin 24, 
July. 24, 1919, War Dept., and they.deal with the de- 
tails of ‘the various tests of rifle and piste! ammunition 
and tables relative to the tests are publisied. In its 
findings the board says in part: 

“Based upon the vertical error, these tests show at all 
ranges. a very slight superiority in favor of rifles manu- 
factured at Rock Island Arsenal. Based upon the mean 
radius, a slight superiority in’ rifles: manufactured at 
Springfield Armory is shown. The board is of the opin- 
ion that no clean superiority of one make over the other 
is established in these tests, and recommends that both 
makes of rifles be issued and used in the National 
Matches. This finding is made at the request of the 
chief, Small Arms Division, Ordnance Department. 

“The bodrd is of ‘the opinion that the measure of a 
group of shots, known as the mean radius, is not. satis- 
factory in determining and comparing the accuracy of 
ammuuition.at mid and long ranges. The méan_ radius 
truthfully represents the accuracy of rifle and ammuni- 
tion only under perfect. or constant atmospheric condi- 
tions. . It is believed*>that a much more satisfactory de- 
termination and comparison:can be arrived at by taking 
a. mean of the mean vértical deviation ana the extreme 
vertical deviation, this mean to be hnown as the ‘verti- 
cal error.’ 

“The board is of the opinion that the present type of 
machine rest does not permit the rifle to to work under 
conditions best conducive to accuracy; that in an am- 
munition test, where it is desired that the accuracy or 
inaccuracy of the ammunition stand out as far as possi- 
ble alone, a much more satisfactory method of testing 
can, be devised; that the only satisfactory method of 
testing the service Tile is by extended firings of the 
rifles as they are’ intended to be used by expert shots 
using ammunition of known accuracy. 

“The board is of the opinion that a much more satis- 
factory machine rest for ammunition can .be de- 
vised by pares in general the ‘spe of rest. known as 
the ‘V rest,’ described. by Dr. . W. Mann in his 
work ‘The Ballet's Flight.’ . 

“When it is desired to conduct a machine rest test 
with ‘complete service rifle it is believed that -it would 
be better to so design the machine rest as to secure only 
the butt and receiver of the rifle, leaving thé-barrel free 
to “jump and vibrate as it will. Also that. the’ rest 
should be so arranged that in, recoil the Tifle will slide to 
the rear and will come to rest of itself in approximately 
five inches’ travel. There should ‘be no springs or weights 
to return the slide to the firing position. ~ 

“The board .is of the opinién that :the. present rifle 
does not perform: at its maximum efficiency as to accu- 
racy ‘ wntil- approximately 150 rounds = been ‘fired 
from’ it, and .recommeénds' that hereafter that number of 
rounds be fired slowly from barrels which are intended

Public interest in the matter of the abnormally low 
pay granted by the United States to its Army and Nayy 
officers has at last been aroused by the publication in 


the newspapers throughout the country of abstracts 
from the report made by General Haan to the Chief of 
Staff on “Economic Conditions Affecting Officer Morale 
in the Army,” which we print in ful] on pages 1759-61, 


inclusive. Although this eport solely concerns Army 
officers, the public reaction to the question roused in- 
cludes the-low pay of Navy officers as well, so that the 
officers of the General Staff who made the study on 
which the: report is based can feel that in aiding them 
selves ‘they have done a good turn for the officers in their 
sister service of the: Navy—at the-same time. As the 
New York Times remarks in an editorial on this :vb- 
ject, “There is a tradition in the Service that officers 
must suffer and be silent ; so they say nothing for puoli- 
eation about the daily battle with the wolf on the door- 
step.” . And it is this very quality of suffering in silence 
that seems at last to have aroused the keen interest of 
the people of our country to taking up the fight that th: 


ARMY AND Navy JouRgNAL has been waging, practically 
single-handed, since the outbreak of the Great War be- 
gan to play such tragic havoc with the domestic finances 
of our Army and Navy officers. There.are few better 


services that the newspapers of the country can do than 
this of keeping alive public interest in this matter, siuce 
it is only through an aroused and expressed public in- 
terest that Army and Navy officers can hope for any 
help from Congress. 

In an editorial on “Underpaid Army and Navy Off- 
cers” the New York Times quotes from a letter printed 
in a recent issue of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL re 


garding this question of insufficient pay to meet the bare 
necessities of living, and adds: “Many officers are re 
signing their commissions because they cannot support 
their families decently. Some of these officers’ are be 
ginning the world over again in debt after serving their 
country with» distinction in France. . .. Regi- 
mental officers are grievously underpaid in a time of ad- 
vancing cost of living and of increasing wages and sal- 
aries in civil life. It is an honor to wear the uniform, 
officers are proud of it,-but they cannot live on pay that 
has been cut in half by the shrinking of the dollar as 


a measure of value. All that has been said of the Army 
is just as true of the Navy. Many officers have 


resigned from the Navy since the armistice.” And it 
continues: “Whatever the strength of the Regular Army 
shall be, the Service will not attract unless officers can 
live on their pay. The present schedule is a warning to 
keep out of the Army. Several proposals are before 
Congress to relieve a tense condition that is undermining 
morale, greatly to the satisfaction of the enemies of the 
state and society. Delay in legislation to advance the 
pay of officers of the Army and Navy would be unjust 
and without excuse.” 

From the Boston Transcript, which always takes a 
keen interest in the good of the Services, we quote e- 


tracts from an editorial, “In Justice to the Army,” that 
is based on General Haan’s report. After speaking ef 


the “widespread economic discontent among the com- 
missioned personnel of the Regular Army, due to sta- 
tionary salaries amid a..world of soaring prices,” it 
affirms that “correction of the causes of this discontent 


ameng Regular officers by providing for them adequate 
compensation, should be one of the first duties of those 
responsible for the welfare of the Regular Army and 


the maintenance in it of a high state of professional effi- 
ciency.” And then it makes this very practical sugges 
tion: “The remedy for this situation, admittedly alarm 
ing, is obvious. The salaries of Regular officers, unm 


changed since 1908, should be increased to a scale com- 
mensurate with the increase in living expenses. The 
small size of the Regular Army forbids the retention of 
Regular officers in the grades made necessary by the cre- 
ation of an army of 4,000,000. Gweat Britain and 
France have both, in their plans for their peace-time 
armies, ‘recognized the claims of officers to an increase 
in pay. The United States should do the same. The 
Army can never, and should never, offer a career to 
money-makers. National pride and interest, however, 
demand that it offer a decent and respectable career to 
those Americans whose talents best fit them for public 


service in the pro‘ession of arms. To make such an ap- 
peal, Congress must grant a reasonable increase in the 
pay of Army officers.” 

In Congress no attempt has been made to bring out of 


committee the bills introduced by Representative Dyer 
for increasing the pay of officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, although it is te be hoped that public in- 
terest in this question will arouse action. The House 
Naval Committee has as yet given no consideration 
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the need. of increased pay of officers, so-far as can be 





Jeafned, the committee at the request of Secretary. Dan- 


jels having postponed. consideration of Navy matters un- 
til the Secretary returned from his visit to the Coast, 
which will be abont Sept. 10, Members of the Naval 
Committee, however, have individually been studying 
the problem and we find there is a disposition to recog- 


nize the acuteness of the situation and to do something. . 


It may be said that some of the committeemen are un- 
decided as between a flat raise and the working out of a 
sort of bonus system to provide the officers with ade- 
quate funds during the existing stress. These committee- 
men are rather chary of recommending increases which, 
they declare, will not again be reduced however the cost 
of living may drop toward normal in the next few years. 
The matter will be taken up by the sub-committee of 
the House Committee, of which Representative Kelly is 
chairman, probably before another week has passed. 
~ At the Navy Department there are on file the resigna- 
tions of more than 300 officers of the Regular Navy, 
brought about by economic conditions, and this number 
is equally divided between the upper grades and the 
grade of lieutenant and below that rank. Secretary 
Daniels: has absolutely refused to accept any resigna- 
tions, but there are reasons for believing that. upon his 
return from-the Pacific Coast he will announce a change 
of policy in this respect. As we note on another page, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt has begun 
work on proposed legislation to be submitted to Congress 
suggesting substantia? pay increases for officers and en- 
listed men of the Navy and Marine Corps.

RECRUITING AND PSYCHOLOGY. 

That the Recruiting Service of the Army ,has_ been 
able to secure more than 100,000 men, which mark was 
reported passed on Aug. 16, during what practically 
amounts to a period immediately after the close of a 
war, speaks very highly for the initiative, versatility of 
ideas as to “approach” and sheer hard work of its offi- 
cers and men. The only feature of the recruiting cam- 
paign for the Army during the present year that dif- 
fered from previous campaigns of this character was the 
appropriation by the War Department of money for 
newspaper advertising of what is called a “national” 
character. But even this aid does not mitigate from the 
admirable work of the Recruiting Service, which has had 
to contend against economic conditions such as this 
country has never known for prosperity among the work- 
ing population brought about by high wages. An even 
greater obstacle to enlistments is the inevitable reaction 
against military service that follows the end of all wars. 
Yet the Recruiting Service has worked cheerfully, and 
more picturesquely and successfully than ever before, to- 
ward the rebuilding of the Regular Army against the 
day when all the emergency forces will have been de- 
mobilized and it will stand alone as the tried and true 
basis of our Military Establishment. 

When Secretary Baker appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on Aug. 18 he was asked 
by Senator Wadsworth if the statement had been 
brought to his (Mr. Baker’s) attention “that the Regu- 
lar Army officers sometimes did not understand the psy- 
chology of the citizen soldier.” Mr. Baker replied that 
he thought “there was a good deal of truth in that,’ 
adding later that as the war went on the viewpoint of 
the Regular was “unquestionably enlarged.” And he de- 
clared this changed viewpoint could be kept so “by mak- 
ing the Army a part of the educational system of the 
country.” We do not quite follow this line of thought 
but we confess, after reading with the keenest interest 
the daily bulletins of the Recruiting Service issued by 
The Adjutant General’s Office, we do not understand 
how anyone could charge Regular Army officers with not 
understanding the “psychology of the citizen soldier.” 
These recruiting bulletins are crowded with illuminat- 
ing illustrations of this very faculty. We note, for ex- 
ample, a bulletin devoted to Air Service recruiting in 
Indiana that is a most striking illustration along the 
line of psychology. Another on the necessity of making 
practical demonstrations of the educational opportuni- 
ties offered by the Army which shows how sound is the 
appreciation of officers of the “psychology of the citizen 
soldier.” And another on the effect of affording oppor- 
tunities for recruits to keep clean and its result in in- 
creasing the number of enlistments which reveals the 
keenest appreciation by Regular officers in the science 
discussed by Secretary Baker and Senator Wadsworth. 
Our recruiting officers and men have done a great piece 
of work in the past six months. And the basis of it rests 
on the quality “rumor with a thousand tongues” denies 
them, a profound understanding of the psychology of the 
citizen soldier. 
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Puysicat Exercises FoR ARmy OFFICERS. 

The general order of the War Department printed in 
full on page 1782 relating.to physical exercises for offi- 
cers of the Army is in line with the recent Navy Depart- 
ment order devoted to the same subject. Instead of lim- 
iting officers to two forms of athletic exercises, as was 
the former rule, an officer of the Army may now indulge 
in practically any form of athletic exercise from golf to 


gymnastics, the only stipulation being that he spend not | 


less than two consecutive hours at whatever form or 
forms of exercise he elects. The order applies to officers 
up to and including the grade of colonel ard every offi- 
cer is entitled to one half-day a week, exclusive of Sun- 
days and holidays, for this purposes. bai de 





NAVY PROPOSES 30 PER CENT. PAY INCREASE. 


Assistant Secretary Roosevelt. Considers Legislation. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt in a talk 
with the newspaper correspondents in Washington. on 
Aug. 21 stated that he had under consideration several 
propositions for legislation suggesting substantial in- 
creases in pay of officers and men of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps. He said that more resignations are on file 
than had been received from the entire Regular Navy 
in the last thirty years. Since 1898 the average has 
been seven a year. Among the resignations awaiting 
action are those of moé#e than seventy-five officers of the 
line, 191 officers of the Medical Corps, twenty-five chap- 
lains, twenty supply officers and nine constructors. A 
similar condition of low pay applied to warrant officers, 


non-commissioned officers and enlisted men, he said, and ~ 


that only legislative action can solve the problem. 

In Navy circles there is a belief that the matter of 
relief legislation for all the Services could be best en- 
trusted to a joint Army and Navy board of officers, and 
that the element of time could thus be shortened to the 
minimum. For chief of the Navy members of the board 
only one officer is advanced, Rear Admiral Thomas J. 
Cowie, who is eredited with doing effective work in pro- 
curing the passage of the increase pay bill of 1908 by 
Congress. Admiral Cowie has prepared a bill which he- 
believes equitable and conservative in providing well de- 
served increases. His proposition is for an increase of 
thirty per cent. in pay of officers and fifty per cent. in 
pay of enlisted men. 

“I feel confident that Congress will grant these rea- 
sonable increases,” said Admiral Cowie. “It is a mat- 
ter of simple justice. The personnel] of the Services are 
to-day struggling under economic burdens so heavy that 
efficiency is seriously threatened. The pay of men of all 
ranks and ratings is entirely inadequate to meet present 
living conditions. Their saldries were barely sufficient 
even when first established to the present figures years 
ago, and since that time the cost of living has steadily 
mounted—especially since 1914. 

Navy Memorandum on Cost of Living. 

“Service people are just like other folks. They simply 
cannot be efficient with family financial troubles worry- 
ing them constantly—troubles arising, be it remembered, 
not from extravagance, but solely from their attempts to 
provide merely the simplest of housing, clothing, food 
and other necessities for their dependent ones. Unless 
relief is afforded their only chance is separation from 
the Services, which is neither fair to them nor to the 
Government’s best interests. For, except in time of 
grave national peril, no man can be rightly blamed for 
answering the call of his own family as to absolute neces- 
sities even when his decided preference is to remain in 
the government service. 

Rear Admiral Samuel McGowan, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts, on Aug. 19 submitted 
to the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation an exhaustive 
memorandum relative to the increased cost of living in 
which he says: “From a mass of detailed statistics ¢ol- 
lected by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, Department of 
Labor, in connection with its investigations on the same 
subject, it is shown that the pay of the commissioned 
personnel has been rapidly decreasing.” . Imiral Mc- 
Gowan, at the close of the tables of statistics says that 
they indicate “that to make the pay tables of 1919 com- 
pare with the pay tables of 1908 there should be an 
increase of about 109 per cent.”

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BILL TO INCREASE ARMY OFFICERS’ PAY. 


Secretary of War Baker has sent to the chairman of 
committees on Military Affairs, together with General 
Haan’s memorandum on “Economic conditions affecting 
officer morale in the Army” (the text of which appears 
on pages 1759-61) copies of a bill “to increase the pay 
and commutation of quarters of officers of the Army.” 
This bill, if enacted into law, will provide: (a) An jn- 
crease of $500 per annum in the base pay of all officers 
of the Army; (b) an increase in the commutation of 
quarters of all officers of the Army from $12 per room 
to $20 per room; and (c) will remove the limitations 
imposed by Section 1267, Revised Statutes, as amended 
by the Act approved May 11, 1908, upon the amount of 
pay which may be received by officers of the grade of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel and major. 

The first section of the bill provideS that hereafter the 
annual pay of officers of the Army of the several grades 
herein mentioned, shall be as follows: General; $10,500; 
lieutenant general, $9,500; major general, $8,500; briga- 
dier general, $6,500; colonel, $4,500; lieutenant colonel, 
$4,000; major, $3,000; captain, $2,900; first lieutenant, 
$2,500; second lieutenant, $2,200. 

Section 2. Repeals Section 1267, Revised Statutes, 
U.S8., as amended by Act approved May 11, 1908. 

Section 3. Amends Section 9 of act for support of 
Army, approved June 18, 1878, as amended by an act 
approved March 2, 1907, to read: 

“That. at all enaks and stations where there are pub- 
lic quarters belonging to the United States, officers may 
be furnished with quarters in kind in such public quar- 
ters, and not elsewhere, by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, assigning to fhe officers of each grade, respec- 
tively, such number of rooms as is stated in the follow- 





ing table, namely: Second lieutenants, two rooms; first - 


lieutenants, three rooms; captains, four rooms; majors, 
five rooms; lieutenant colonels, six rooms; colonels, seven 
rooms; brigadier generals, eight rooms; major generals,

DYSENTERY IN THE ARMY, 4 

Up to the time of the Spanish-American War dysen- 
tery and its kindred disease diarrhea were among the 
greatest scourges attendant on army life in the field. 
To a layman who has followed the weekly reports of the — 
Surgeon General regarding the health of our Army, it 
seemed an extraordinary thing, with recollections of past 
wars coming to mind, that there had been no outbreak 
of dysentery among our troops since the mobilization be- 
gan on our entry into the war against Germany. From 
a statement furnished us by Major Gen. Merritte W. 
Ireland, Surgeon General of the Army, we learn that 
from Sept. 1, 1917, until May 2, 1919, only forty-two 
deaths from dysentery o¢curred among our troops. If 
the death rate of the Civil War (for this disease and 
diarrhea) had obtained during the present war the 
number of deaths would have been 63,898, while if the 
Spanish-American War death rate for these two dis- 
eases had obtained the number of deaths that would 
have occurred would have been 6,382. How remarkably 
low was the death rate in the Great War from this dis- 
ease may be more readily imagined when it is learned 
that between the same dates as those just given there 
were 213 deaths from typhoid fever. 

The following table, made up from the records of the 
Medical Department of the Army, shows the annual ad- 
mission rate per thousand for American troops from dys- 
entery and diarrhea:

In connection with these tables special attention is 
invited to the admission rate for certain years. The 
first period of interest is year 1898 when troops were 
mobilized for the Spanish-American Wer. The admis- 
sion rate for dysentery and diarrhea per thousand for 
1897 was 73.77, while in 1898, during the mobilization 
period, it jumpea to 409.81 per thousand. The rate for 
subsequent years gradually dropped. The next period of 
mobilization occurred in 1910, but there was not at that 
time a corresponding increase in the admission rate for 
diarrheas and dysenteries such as had occurred in 1898. 
The next mobilization period occurred in 1916, when 
there was an increase in the rate to 56.07. This in- 
crease, however, was very slight as compared with the 
increase in 1898. In the case of diarrheas and dysen- 
teries the Medical Department has not as yet been able 
to work out a satisfactory prophylactic vaccine. The 
improvement in the admission rates for these diseases, 
therefore, is the direct measure of the improvements in © 
general sanitary measures that have occurred in the 
Army in the last few years.

EDUCATIONAL AIM’ OF THE ARMY: 


General’ Haan Outhints Plans. 

The general stope of the’ War Department’s plans for 
educating the enlisted man of the’ Army ‘and fof ‘the up- 
building ‘of his ‘morale’ is**given “in the following’ state-: 
ment’ prepared for the: Akm¥Y anp Navy. JourNAL -by 
Major Gen William G. Haan, Director of the’ War 
Plans Division of the General Staff. General Haan is 
giving very serious thought and study to the. question 
and he has invited and has received the co-operation’ of 
foremost educators of the nation in devising a founda- 
tion upen which to build the “Army university.” In 
outlining the situation and the problems which it entails 
General Haan said: 

“For the first time Congréss bas ‘made provision for 
vocational and educational training in: the Army ‘other 
tham as a part of the military training. . The Ar Ap- 
propriation Act for the fiscal year .c~ rries $2,000, for 
this purpose, and it will be ‘practicable to carry on sys- 
tematit werk im this line to a ‘much larger extent than 
was practicable when no such appropriation was ‘avail- 
able. But it.should not be assumed that educational qnd 
vocational training were not given in the Army when no 
such appropriations ‘were ‘available: : This’ has been go- 
ing on as a-part of ‘the work at military posts aind .sta- 
tions, and many men have been educated: in the Army, in 
professions which became useful to. them, after leaying 
the Service. As a matter of fact, many. specialists have 
been developed in: the Army: in electrical : engineering, 
mechanical engineering and :meny otber lines, the palue 
of whose services was greater than the Army pay pro- 
vided, and at the end of the enlistment these’ men would 
go into civil life and command better wages. 

“Now that an appropriation.:is ayrailabie,. it ‘is .éx- 
pected. that a great impetus will be given te this kind of... 
special work,’ and. under the-instructians of ,the Chief. of, 
Staff nearly half a-soldier’s time will be made available 
for’ taking amy one of:a large number of courses -of in-; 
struction’ that are heing established: as rapidly. as. possi- . 
ble throughvat-the Agmy! Jt must .be -understood . that. 
the Army. .is.now, in, a.state of;demobilization, that at. 
very few stations are there’ assembled together any con- 
siderable: number ‘of -enllisted men ‘ofthe Regular; Army,: 
and: where they are so: assembledthey are,qsnally at 
these siations for temporary. daty.onlg-apd have .many 
duties other than sucbh.as fall, upon soldiers during nor-. 
mal training periods. Nevertheless, as! soon Aas ‘the ap- 
propriation bill was passed. making; the: meney, available 
the commanding officers. of all stations were directed to. 
institute as soon as possible courses of instruction in 
everything’ that could be given with the t-eans available 
and with the assistance ,of. sach. civil organizations as 
were still funetioning in -their..camps .or adjacent. and 
were willing to assist in this work. : , ; 

“These civil institutions wil] normally soon be with- 
drawn, and with demobilization completed it will . be 
necessary for the Army personnel to take over these. ac- 
tivities and carry them on. as. best..may be,done with 
such assistance as may be afforded, during normal times 
of peace. In this connection it may not be out of place 
to say that the various training camp activities expended 
funds annually during this war. ian amounts. perhaps 
greater than were the total. appropriations for the sup- 
port of the Army before the war. It goes without saying 
that these activities cannot be carried_on after demobil- 
ization is completed in anything like this scale. Never- 
theless, it should be remembered that much of this work 
was being done in time of peace before the war in a 
quiet way, and morale work was going on in the Regular 
Army in connection with training to a very considerable 
extent. It was not as well organised as it has been since 
the beginning of the war, and the Morale Branch of the 
Army has analyzed methods of morale work in a much 
more. complete way than it has ever been donc before. 
In studying this -analysis one comes inevitably to. the 
conclasion that the-methods adopted by the Merale 
Branch of the Army for handling discontent, for exam- 
ple, is much along the same lines that this was handled 
before the war by officers of common sense; but they did 
it in.a less analytical way, and perhaps they did not 
use all of the available facilities they had and, therefore, 
the morale work that has been done in the Army during 
this war can be contifued after the war in a much more 
effective way, and this will be dene: 


Education Improves Morale. 


“As soon as the fighting in ‘Europe ceased after the 
arniistice, immediate steps! were taken to provide ‘em- 
ployment of various’ kiids for ‘the enlisted men of the 
Army, in order to take up their time and prevent them 
from getting into a state of homesickness, as it Was very 
evident that not all of these men could be sent home for 
a considerable period. At* first military training’ was 
carried on five hours a day, but gradually, as we were 
able to institute other work, such as vocational train- 
ing, athletics, and more extensive recreation work, the 
time devoted to purely military- training was very mate- 
rially -redticed, and during ‘the latter months fully- half 
the time was given to educational and recreational work. 
The result was manifest, and a great many soldiers 
were given opportunities for imstruction of various 
kinds, both academic and vocational. This work should 
be fairly familiar to the American readers as it has 
been extensively commented upon hy the press. The 
work in the Regular Arniy on this lime, as soon as it is 
possible.to establish it-in a-systematic way, will,. it. is 
believed, also have avery great effect not.only-upon the 
morale of the Army but on the-respeot in which. the 
— will be looked ‘upon by thepédple to whom’ it be- 
ongs. 

“The matter of putting this into -effect has been one 
of constant study.in the.War .Plang—Diyision, and it is.. 
considered one of the most important snbjects to -be 
continucusty encouraged ftom: ‘the War. Department. 
Yet there should be no impatience about the complete 
establishment of this system of education, for the @irec- 
tor of the War Plans Division “‘believts that it is better 
to work this up systematically. rather than-to rush into 
detailed orders: -which: in -a-large-part would befound 
impracticable when put to, trial. Therefore reports have 
been called for from the various commanding officers” 
who" have meade am initial trial.’ These reports are being 
studied and collated now atthe “War, Department for 
the purpose of developing the. best possible general in- 
structiops that can be issued, and with a view to mak- 
ing a sensible distribution of the available funds both 
for the hire of eivilian instructors and-for the purehase 
of such materials as may be practicable for use at the 
various, stations; ~~ =” ee tee Sey oh,

ARMY. SPECIALIZATION AND SPRCIALISTS: 
Specialization for Army officers is discussed in the 


following interview with the Army aND Navy Journ, 


by an officer of the General Staff who takes the opposite 
view from ‘that of the officer whose*ideas on this sub- 
ject were quoted in our issue of Aug. 2, page 1663. The 
General Staff officer said: “The slogan, ‘a job for every 
man and a man for every job,’ as applied to the war- 
time Army, seems to be accepted by many as meaning 
that the Army should be an aggregation of highily traitied 
specialists a¢ ‘they are known in civil life, specializing 
in one subject. Even in the Service, officers of rank and 
experience ‘are itati the doctrine that ‘ the: corps 


officers in the Army should ialize.in Air Service, 
Motor Transport, Chemica’ arfare, Artillery, - and 
what not, and that the best’ results Can be expected‘ only, 


by such a system. It has taken’ several centuries to 
overeome the fallacies concerning artillery. Are we now 
to pick up others because they are new? . ; 

“The, most essential specialty for Army officers is the, 
art ‘of war... With a small Army, such 9s dur dwn, it is, 
better ‘to have the greater part of it tiaimed in this art 
than te have such knowledge limited by an;imerease in. 
specialists in only one thing. used in,war,.for the civilian, 
population will keep abreast on those things used by the 
civilian and can be made readily available for use in 
war; but few, will ever study the purely military ques- 
tien as to what use canbe made ef all these specialties 
combined. in war. .It would have been just reasonable 
twenty years ago to recommend that all officers should 
study automobiling ‘as it is to-day to urge that all officers 
should study aeronautics. Toeday the general spends 
much: of his. time during battle in an automobile, the 
lesser commanders in motorcycle sidecars' run by men, 
who ean be secured by. the thousands. May we not ex- 
pect in the future that the development of aircraft. will 
be such as to bring it into a form of transportation akin 
to the railroad, the steamer, the motor-driven’ vehicles, 
ete., and, as transportation, operated by a similar class 
of specialists, engineers, chauffeurs—and not by that 
highly trained technical specialist now in the minds of 
some persons? The most needed specialist, and the hard- 
est to develop, will be riding as a passenger, directing 
the movements of forces and weapons so as to carry out 
the principles of war as applied to the use of aeronau- 
tics. In the war we developed thousands of fliers, but 
precious few of them knew anything about the art of 
war or how they could contribute much in helping to 
make war, and it is doubtful if they should be special- 
ized to this extent. 

“The product of the Chemical Warfare Service is a 
weapon for use in war by those who know how. to make 
war, and not by the chemist. Artillery is a weapon 
whieh assists the front line by the power of its fire while 
it is a specialty which, in itself, is not any more diff-. 
cult to master than the technique of other arms. Should 
the officer of Artillery be limited in his ambition to be 
a specialist, or should he first become a specialist in the 
technique of the artillery weapon and then by service 
with other arms and by study perfect himself for com- 
mand or other duties his ability may warrant? Both 
the French and the Germans think the latter. - 

“There is no dowbt that the Army needs some highly 
trained specialists in all arms and services for the de- 
velopment of types of arms and equipment and methods 
of use, ‘for the study of the needs of the arm or service, 
and of the adaptation of new ideas to use in the Service ; 
but it is not necessary that all officers should be so spe- 
cialized. The difficult strictly technical services, such 
as Ordnance, Chemical Engineers, - Signal 
Corps, Aeronautics, Motor Transport, should develop 
some specialists along purely scientific lines for the de- 
velopment and manufacture of matériel. By keeping in 
touch with civilians and civilian organizations in time 
of peace there should be no difficulty in obtaining suffi- 
cient of this class of specialist in time of war.”

CHANGES IN COLORS AND STANDARDS, U.S.A. 


Changes were approved on Aug. 15, 1919, by the War 
Department governing colors and standards, and copies 
of ‘these changes are being sent to the commanding officer 
of each regiment and independent organization which is 
authorized to carry colors or standards, except those 
soon to be demobilized, with cireular letter as follows: 

“The colors and standards now in possession of your 
organization will be continued in use until no longer 
serviceable. In the meantime, you are directed to sub- 
mit, for approval of the Secretary of War, recommenda- 
tions fora design of distinctive organization device to 
be placed above coat of arms on the organization colors, 
asd also devices for the four corners if such are con- 
sidered desirable. These devices are intended to com- 
memorate services and historical of the regiment. 
The device above the coat of arms should preferably rep- 
resent some. particular event of historical significance or 
some particular feat of arms performed by the regiment. 
2 motto of the organization may be made a part of this

Two suggestions along a similar line come tous from 
cofrespondén ents’ in ‘the’ Service in’'the matter of a’ ‘in- 
crease ‘in Army offiée ts” pay, both suggesting variatigns: 
of & sliding Stale’ to solve the'problem for Congress. The 
first comes from’ Major"W. G. Caples, Corps of Eners., 
who says in part: rere 

“The "question ‘of how’ to maké pay meet the increased 
cost of living is answéred apparently by this time solely 
by a proposal to'intrease permanently the pay of all 
company and field officers $500 a year. While this an- 
swer is better than ‘nothing, it is certainly ot adequate 
to. meet the increased cost of living and at the same time. 
maintain the standard of living fixed, because since the 
Army pay was last fixed the cost of living has increased 
1331-3 per: cent. The proposed -permanent increase 
would amount to an increase of from ten per cent. to 
thirty per cent., depending upon the grade..of the officer 
concerned. .It is further presumed that when Congress 
fixed the pay of the Army in 1908 it intended that the 
pay shoul! be such as would. enable:a. certain standard 
of living. to be maintained ;. in. fact,.all arguments for 
the increase at that time were made on this basis. Were 
we to go before Congress and ask for a fixed imerease-of 
1331-3 per. cent: to meet the present advance’ in cost of 
living, we-would very*probably meet with their. refasal, 
because Congress would be justified in assuming that the 
present cost of living is only temporary and that should 
it grant a perixianént increase in pay we should 66 given, 
when the cost of living falls, a higher standard of tiving 
than was the intention of. Congress to give. 

“The solution appears, to be to ask for a, sliding scale. 
In order’ to'ave a sliding stale’ we must hive some ‘unit 
of measurement which will vary Closely with the ‘cost ‘of 
living. _An exact unit of measurement is impracticable 
to obtain.. A good unit of, measurement is to. be found 
in the cost of the Army ration. At the time tlie-pay of 
the Army ‘was last fixed, the cost of the tation Was nom-, 
inally twenty-five cents’ a day, Sometimes a Jittle mére ; 
and generally .a little less. Ap examination of , the, fluc. 
tuation. corresponds yery closely with the fluctuation in 
the cost of living. Should the’ cost of the Army ‘ration, 
be: taken as the measure of the cost of living’ the etror 
made would scarcely.exeeed ten per. cent. either ,way.. ‘If 
it is the intention of Congress that the Army shall, main-. 
tain a fixed’ standard of living, then wé are thoroughly 
justified in asking, for a sliding’ scale of pay and allow- 
ances based: upon,the cost of the Army, ration, so that 
the standard of-living may remain fixed regardless of the 
fluctuation im.-the cost of living,, If the intention of 
Congress 1s, otherwise, we have no choice. except to séck 
eloployment elsewhere.” : ; “woe 

The following suggestion for, a .‘sliding scale.of pay. 
based upon cost of living” comes to us ftom’ Major 
Jeffry G. A. Montague, -Inf., U.S.A., who says that he is 
“an emergency officer about to'be ‘restored to my former 
rank’ in the civilian army.” . 

“Cost of living is high and continues -to-rise ; pay. of 
officers stands still, and; by their. reversion. to Regular 
rank, is heavily cut. I don’t see*"how any officer with a 
family saved a cent while on duty in Washington. An 
offierr compelled to do duty in Washington. ought to. be 
given a-heavy bonus. ..Now,; the. Federal Government 
maintains an: instrumentality for. keeping an accurate 
index to cost of living by: recording the amount and cast 
of production, cost of marketing, a fair profit, and so 
forth, and I think it. would be feasible to apply : the 
flexible. principle of.‘eost-plus’ to the Army officer’s pay 
(Nayy, too, for that matter), figuring out, on the basis 
of the Government’s ascertained cost-of-living, what it 
costs to live in the manner required of the officer, and 
adding ‘enough te permit him to support his family and 
save up for ‘a.rainy day’ (or a sudden order to the 
Islands). ‘This,pay, scale could be figured out and ad- 
justed annually or semi-annually.”

THP SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 

FIRST (EXTRAORDINARY) BESSION. : 
The bill (S. 2676) authorizing the Secretary of War 
to supply solely for educational purposes aircraft, en- 
gines and aeronautical equipment to any educational 
institution having a course in aeronautical engineering 
approved by the Secretary, was passed on Aug. 18 by 
the Senate, after having been amended by the Committee 
on Military Affairs so as to provide that the equipment - 
shall be used for educational purposes alone. 

The bill (S. 2677) to provide for further educational 
faciuities by authorizing tne Secretary of War to sell at 
reduced rates machine tools not in use for Government 
puvpos’s, to trade and technical schools and universi- 
ties, other recognized educational institutions and for 
diser parposes, which had been reported from the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs with an amendment providing 
that the material shall be sold at not Jess than twenty 
per cent. gf its cost, was passed by the Senate on 
Aug. 18. 

Relief in the sum of $30,000 instead of $75,000, as 
had been originally provided, is contained in S. 562, 
which applies to the occupants of certain premises with- 
in the nava! station at Pensacola, Fla., whe were re- 
quired by the Secretary of the Navy to remove their 
dwellings and other property in order that room might 
be made for the aeronautic station. The bill was passed 
by the Senate after the amendment had been inserted 
reducing the amount of the appropriation. 3 


Retirement for the Army Nurses. 


After some opposition by Senator King, S. 2496, -in- 
troduced by Senator Wadsworth, providing that mem- 
bers of the Army Nurse Corps who have had actual 
service therein for twenty years, including, for the pur- 
pose of computation, time of service as contract nurse, 
shall, upon application to the Secretary of - War, be 
placed upon a retired list and receive seventy-five per 
cent. of the pay, exclusive of foreign service pay, they 
were drawing at the time they became entitled to re- 
tirement, was passed by the Senate Aug. 18. Senator) 
King asked if the bill “is te be followed or preceded b; 
another which provides for giving promotion and 
cial titles to the nurses, making them captains ard ma- 
jors.”’ Senator Wadsworth assured him that the bill 
at issue had no relation whatever to any -other measure. 
He also explained that the number of nurses who re- 
main in the Service twenty years is comparatively 
small. Senator King continued that his information . 
was that “there is some purpose in Vjew to carry on 
into the Service so that they- would get the benefit of 
this act, a large number of those who had co. - into the 
Service quite recently, and that whereas the Army was 
being demobilized there was no purpose to effectuate any 
demobilization of the Army Nurse Corps, and there 
would be hundreds of those in the Army, and if they 
could not find service in the military branch of the 
Government they would be loa out, so to speak, to 
private hospitals and for privat: purposes, but still 
maintain their military status.” Senator Wadsworth 
replied that the nurses could not maintain their active- 
service status unless they were on active service with 
the Army and the demobilization of the Army Nurse 
Corps was proceeding with the demobilization of the 
Army. 

Bill for 18,000 Officers Reported in Hoyse. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs on Aug. 21 
ordered a favorable report on Senate bill 2622, authoriz- 
ing the retention of 18, Army officers in the Service 
during the current fiscal year. ‘This bill was amended 
to read much the same as the House bill containing the 
same authorization, which was reported by the commit- 
tee two weeks earlier. The action by the committee was 
for the purpose of expediting the passage of the measure. 
Further committee amendments added to the Senate bill 
make important changes in the original text. The fol- 
lowing authorization is omitted: “To retain at their 
temporary grade such officers of the Regular Army as 
he [the Secretary] may deem necessary.” A provision 
added prevents the detailing of officers on the active list 
of the Army to recruiting and school duty where re- 
tired officers are available for such service. 

Real Estate Purchases. 

The House committee authorized the appointment of 
a sub-committee with Mr. Anthony as chairman to act 
on legislation which has to do with the purchase of real 
estate and the continuance of construction projects by 
the Army. As a result of the prohibition contained in 
the Army bill the War Department must obtain specific 
authority to continue with any projects of this nature. 
The personnel of the committee is as follows: Anthony, 
Crago, Hull, La Guardia and Miller, Fields, Caldweil, 
Harrison and Fisher. The sub-committee met on Aug. 
21 to consider the feasibility of continuing the acquisi- 
tion of the title to the land occupied by Fort Bragg, N. 
C. No decision was reached. ’

U.S. ARMY OFFICERS. 
Letters from Lieuts. Paul H. Davis and Harold G. 
Peterson, Air Ser., U.S.A. were received at military 
headquarters at Marfa, Texas, on Aug. 17 saying that 
the aviators, who hed been missing since Aug. 10, were 
prisoners of Mexican bandits somewhere in Mexico and 
were being held for $15,000 ransom. The two_officers 
had left Marfa for the usual patrol of the border, in- 
tending to follow the north ban. of the Rio Grande. 
Nothing had been heard of them since. An official 
statement was issued by Brig. Gen. James B. Erwin, U. 
S.A., in command at Fort Bliss, after hearing from the 
military commander at Marfa in a telegram repeating a 
message signed by the aviators telling of their capture 
and adding that unless the ransom was paid by Aug. 18 
they would be murdered. It was explained in the state- 
ment that the name of the place from which the mes- 
gage was sent as well as the place where the ransom 
was to be paid could not then be given through fear the 
- ——epememaay might interfere with the release of the 


Major Gen. Joseph T. Dickman, U.S.A., in command 
ef the Southern Department at El Paso, was notified 
by General Erwin, and he communicated with the War 
Department at once. He was ordered to make imme- 
diate arrangements for the payment of the ransom. 
Later in the day Ge Dickman was informed by 
General Erwin that word had been received that the 
money was to be paid to Dawkins Kilpatrick, a well- 
known ranchman and storekeeper at Candelaria, Texas, 
and that the demand had been brought to Kilpatrick by 
a Mexican bandit. General Dickman gave orders that 
the money should be obtained from a bank in Marfa so 
that there should be no delay. It was said the band 
holding the officers was led by Jesus Renteria. 

Simultaneously with the forwarding of the money to 
Candelaria steps were taken by Genera! Dickman to send 
United States troops into Mexico in the attempt to run 
the bandits down and kill or capture them as soon as 
the ransom had been paid and the American officers 
were safe. Col. George T. Langhorne, commanding the 
8th U.S. Cavalry, made preparations to lead three col- 
umns across. About two o'clock in the morning Lieuten- 
ants Peterson and Davis were brought to the Rio Grande, 
near Candelaria, unharmed, by bandits and delivered to 
Capt. Leonard F. Matlack, U.S. A., attached to the 8th 
Cavalry. They said that their machine had come down 
near Falomir on the Conches river. They had made 
their way down the river, not knowing where they were, 
and were captured by the bandits on Aug. 13. They 
were not ill-treated, but were told they must obtain 
$15,000 ransom or they would be killed on the 18th. 
The leader of the bandits spoke English. The Ameri- 
cans were taken to a point opposite Candelaria, where 
they were allowed to send a letter across the border ex- 
plaining their situation. 

Colonel Langhorne, waiting for the safe return of the 
officers, sent his troops across the Rio Gran‘: at Can- 
delaria, Ruidosa and Indio as soon as the aviators were 
across the border. He was accompanied by several 
Army bombing airplanes,,which were to act as scouts. 
The bandits had six hours’ stat, however, and a heavy 
rainstorm obliterated the trail of the fleeing Mexicans, 
who it was thought were making for the Big Bend coun- 
try, one of the wildest sections of northern Mexico. 

Two Mexicans, believed to be members of Rentario’s 
band, were captured by American troops south of 
Candelaria on Aug. 21, according to word received at 

‘Marfa. Lieutenants Estill and Cooper, Air Ser., U.S.A., 
who flew into Presidio, Texas, on Aug. 19, after a scout 
inte Mexieo, reported that while flying over a trail they 
were fired on by three mounted Mexicans, the bullets 

uncturing the wings of the machine. The aviators flew 
ow over the Mexicans and opened fired, killing one and 
dismounting another. Captain Matlack arrived at Marfa 
on Aug. 21 by airplane from the interior of Mexico with 
news that one of the American columns had killed four 
of the bandits at a place, the name of which was with- 
held, for military reasons. Mexican troops are not op- 
posing the American advance. 

Secretary of War Baker, in speaking of the capture 
of the officers said: “When the report came of the cap- 
ture of the two officers and their being held for ransom 
the hour of their execution was fixed for the next day 
in default of the ransom being paid. There was, of 
course, no opportunity to make a military rescue within 
such a short time and I therefore directed that the ran- 
som money be paid and that a force be crranged to take 
up the hot trail of the bandits and pursue them with 
the hope of being able to capture as many as possible 
of the perpetrators of the wrong.” 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Extension of Enlistment Pay. 

An enlisted man in the Naval Militia who is called 
into Federal Service and continues in service after the 
expiration of the three-year period for which he en- 
listed does not become entitled to — of the benefits 


provided under the Act of Aug. 22, 1912, for extension 
of enlistments until after he shall have served four 


years. 





Armistice Day and Travel Pay. 

Men discharged from the naval service, or in the case 
of reservists released from active duty, on Non 11, 1918, 
are not entitled to travel allowances at the rate of a 
cents per mile as granted by the Act of Feb. 28, 1519,

The report of the divisions for the pe & cottes Aug.

Tlie influence of the visit of the Pacific 
Fleet along the West coast is measurable in a total of 
135 for the Western eration. a gain of thirty-four over 
the previous week. rt by divisions shows: New 
England, 247; Sasteen, 4 7; Central, 353; Southern, 
265; Western, 

Honors for U.S.M.C. Officers and Men. 

Six officers and five enlisted men of the 4th Marine 
Brigade, 2d Division, who had been awarded military 
honors by the French government for conspicuous bray- 
ery in action, formally received the decorations at U.S. 
M.C. headquarters in Weshington on Aug. Two 
posthumous awards to enlisted men were made at the 
same time. The presentations were made by Major Gen. 
Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., in the presence 
of a number of marine officers. The decoration of Ch=va- 
lier of the Legion of Honor, was given to Majors Rob- 
ert L. Denig and Benjamin S. Berry, Capts. Felix 
Beauchamp and Alphonse DeCarre and Lieuts. Clifton 
B. Cates and Neil F. Dougherty. The Medaille Mili- 
taire was awarded the enlisted men. On the same occa- 
sion General Barnett received the battle flags of the 6th 
Marine Regiment, now disbanded. ‘The flags are dec- 
orated with the Croix de Guerre with three palms, and 
ribbons bearing the names of the major engagements in 
which the regiment participated, together with three 
French and American battle citations. 

Bolshevist Warships Sunk, 

Bolshevist warships, in an engagement in the Gulf of 
Finland on Aug. 4 with vessels of thé British navy, suf- 
fered very badly. The British Admiralty of Aug. 18 offi- 
cially confirmed the sinking of the Bolshevist battle 
cruiser Petropavlovsk, the battleship Andrea-Pervos- 
vanni and a Bolshevist destroyer by British naval forces 
during the engagement. A Russian cruiser probably was 
seriously damaged also, it was announced. The Bolshe- 
vist submarine depot ship Viatka is reported to have 
been sunk in an engagement off the Tolboukin light- 
house, several miles northwest of Kronstadt. The Per- 
vosvanni was completed in 1910, was 454 feet long, car- 
ried normally a crew of 933 men and her main battery 
was four 12-inch guns and her secondary battery four- 
teen 8-inch guns. The Petropavlovsk was a vessel of 
23,370 tons, completed in 1924. She was 590 feet long 
and carried twelve 12-inch guns and the usual batteries 
of smaller weapons. Her speed was twenty-three knots. 
The bombarding of Bolshevist land forces at Kronstadt 
by British ships was reported from Heisingfors on Aug. 
19, and at the same time an anti-Bolshevist army was 
said to be advancing against the positions of the Soviet 
forces, southwest of Petrograd. 

Pearl Harbor Drydock Opened. 

The great drydock at Pearl Harbor, Honolulu, was 
formally dedicated on Aug. 21 by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, who had arrived on the U.S.S. New York. Mrs. 
Daniels, wife of the Secretary, had the honor of press- 
ing the button which opened the sluices by which the 
dock was flooded. Electrically driven pumps free the 
dock of water after entrance of a ship for repairs. The 
dock and naval base are completely landlocked in a rim 
of hills, and it is considered one of the most beautiful 
natural harbors in the world. The drydock is 1,001 feet 
long and has an inside width of 138 feet and inside depth 
of 32% feet. It will accommodate any ship afloat, and 
represents an investment of more than $5,000, 

Trial of Chandler. 

The U.S. _torpedoboat destroyer Chandler attained a 
speed of 36.32 knots on her standardizatior trial on the 
Rockland, Me., course, Aug. 21. She averaged 35.64 
knots on her five top-speed runs. The destroyer devel- 
oped 28,032 horsepower.

A delightful lecture was given at Corbin Hall on the evening 
of Aug. 15 on the subject “The Development of the American 
Flag,” by Capt. Telfair M. Minton, of the American Red Cross, 
who is stationed on Governors Island, in connection with Red 
Cross work, and is a member of the Society of Colonial Wars, 
Sons of the Revolution and other patriotic societies, and a 
great-grandson of Lemuel Minton, who with Benjamin Franklin 
drew up the design for our first flag and submitted the same 
to the Continental Congress for adoption as the flag of the new 
nation. Captain Minton’s lecture was illustrated by his re- 
markable collection of — of flags of every period of 
American history. These flags, made from the originals with 
absolute historical accuracy, seventy or more in number, range 
from the raven of the Vikings, 1,000 A.D., to the flag of 1918, 
and include every variation through the early Spanish period 
of 1492, Cabot’s of 1497, France, Netherlands, the English 
Colonial. Three County , Massachusetts Bay, all the Pine 
Tree and Rattlesnake varieties, Liberty, Bunker Hill, the early 
state flags, Continental, both y and Navy, to the present 
day. Captain Minton has given this lecture in all the military

MINNESOTA, 

Under the reorganization plans of the Militis Bureau, Min- 
nesota is to have only three regiments of National Guardsmen 
instead of the four previously allotted to this State. To con 
form with these plans the Minnesota Military Board has 
determined to eliminate one of its three regiments of Infantry, 
and to continue with the organization of an Artillery regi 
ment. Reforming the 151st Field Artillery, which formerly 
was the 1st Minnesota Artillery, National Guard, had already 
been authorized, and the work is now well under way, di 
rected by Col. George E. Leach, commander of the ‘‘Gopher 
Gunners,’’ the name by which the Minnesota regiment oi 
Artillerymen is known at home. 

It is understood that the three regiments will be consoli 
dated. One of the three units will be disbanded, probably the 
6th, its personnel being absorbed into the 4th and 5th, which 
may be renamed the Ist and 2d. 

Minneapolis, the home of the 4th Regiment, will be head 
quarters for one of the new regiments. That city will also 
retain a headquarters company, machine gun company, supply 
company, eight lettered companies and a medical corps. St 
Paul will have a supply company and four lettered companies, 
and may be made headquarters for one of the regiments. The 
remainder of the Infantry companies will be allotted to other 
cities of the state. Col. H. A. Bellows, of Minneapolis, wil! 
remain in command of the 4th Infantry, and Col. George C 
Bookstaver will command the 5th. 

A muster out of the number of companies necessary to 
effect the new organization plan will follow an inspection 
which is exe to take place soon, The inspection will be 
conducted by Gol.

You may have earned either the 
Spanish War Medal or the Badge, but could not receive both. 
If your Spanish War service was in the U.S. only, then you 
get the medal, not the badge. The medal will be issued in due 


course.

_ It is desired that everything practicable he done towards 
increasing the strength of Regular Army units, and towards 
the preservation @ the spirit which was created in these 
organizations during the war. 

In furtherance of this, it is believed desirable to facilitate 
the return to each organization of personnel which belonged 
to it during the war. With this in view, authority fs granted 
to all recruiting officers to accept fer enlistment for special 
assignment to any organization of the Regular Army any 
former member of that organization, under tie following con- 
ditions: 

That the applicant presents conclusive evidence of hon- 
orable discharge since April 1, 1917, from the organization 
to which he desires assignment. 

In no case will a man be accepted for enlistment under 
this authority for an organization ef the Regular Army other 
than that from which he shows conclusive evidence ‘iat he 
was discharged. . 

Under this authority, Regular Army organizations are con- 
strued to be: 

1. All organizations as given in Table 1, Tables of Organi- 
zation, Aug. 27, 1918, of the 1st to 7th Divisions (inclusive). 

2. All organizations provided for under the National. De- 
fense Act of June 8, 1916, of the Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Signal Corps and Corps of 
Engineers. 

3. Instructions with reference to units of the Medical Corps, 
Ordnance Department, Quartermaster Corps, Motor Transport 
Corps, Tank Corps, Air Service and Chemical Warfare Service 
will be issued later. The circular gives instructions regard- 
ing enlistments, which include the fo img: 

y Ma are mrs will not be made under this authority for as- 
signment to any specific organization serving beyond the 
continental limits of the Uni States. They will be made 
for a period of one or three years. No enlistments will be 
made under this authority after Dec. 81, 1919. 

Nothing herein shall cons as altering any reé- 
strictions as to eligibility for enlistment now in force, or as 
restricting the present authority for enlistments for service 
beyond the continental limits of the United States. E 

Special care will be exercised to insure compliance with 
Par. 2, Cir, 118, War D., 1919, which prohibits the re- 
enlistment of men entitled to family allowance under the War 
Risk Insurance Act. 

Recruiting officers are authorized to forward men accepted 
for enlistment direct to the station of their organization for 
enlistment thereat, providing such station is nearer the place 
of acceptance than is the nearest recruit depot. ‘ 

Commanding officers of Regular Army organizations are 
advised of the extreme desirability of er | the return of 
their former personnel to an organization with which he has 
served, and fought, in whose history he is bound up, and in 
which he will again associate with his former comrades who 
are still in the Service, or who will return to their old or- 
ganizations under this authority. 





$60 BONUS TO MEN DISCHARGED TO fE-EXLIST. 
Oircular 891, Aug. 8, 1919, War Dept. 

Par. 5, Oir. 201, War D., 1919, is amended to read as 
follows: ‘‘According to a decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury the bonus of $60 is not payable to men discharged 
under this authority. Three months’ extra pay under the 
Act of Congress approved May 11, 1908, is not payable upon 
re-enlistment, nor is travel pay allowed.’’

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Aces ASK FOR RATINGS. 

Some thirty American “aces,” officers of the Army Air 
who served from nine to twelve months in 
France and are still rated as Reserve Military Aviaioys, 
some time ago appointed a committee and appealed with- 
out result te Major Gen. Masow M. Patrick, U.S.A., 
Chief of Air Service, A.E.F., for ratings as junior mili- 
tary aviators or as military aviators. They declare 
that they cannot understand why ratings are now with- 
held from all but Regular Army officers. These tempo- 
rary officers say that they realize that the rating of 
J.M.A. or M.A. should not be given except upon demon- 
stration of merit by special test, but that inasmuch as 
they have performed specially meritorious service and 
have been decorated therefor by their own and other 
governments, they cannot sense the justice in granting 
the ratings to other men, whatever their service or the 
tests they performed, and withholding it from men 
whose record of downing enemy planes has been the 
cause of their being decorated and designated “aces.” 
They assert that the disapproval of their application 
leaves them in the novice class and that there now is 
nothing for them to strive for; all they can do is to 
apply for honorable discharge, which some of them have 
done and others intend to do.

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NEW PHYSICAL EXERCISES, ARMY OFFICERS. 
An important order governing physical exercises for 
officers of the Army, and which is a decided departure 
from the physical tests prescribed for officers before the 
United States entered the war against Germany, has 
just been issued by the War Department. Physical 
exercises required admit of the selection of nearly every 
exercise a healthy man could desire, and in the very 
varicty there is promise that the exercises will bring 
with them a far better result than the former tests 
which were limited to walking and riding. Under the 
new plan officers who are interested in particular exer- 
cises may form groups, and they may arrange competi- 
tions among themselves if they so desire, which will 
add te the interest and pleasure of the exercise. The 
following is the official order governing the exercises: 


COMPILATION OF ORDERS. 
Changes 18, Aug. 15, 1919, War Dept. 

Paragraphs 24 and 25, Compilation of Orders, 1881-1915, 
are rescinded, and Pars. 21, 22 and 23 are changed as follows: 

21. (Page 127.) PRESIDENT’S ORDER REQUIRING.— 
Rescinded, and the following substituted therefor: PHYSICAL 
FITNESS.—The war has demonstrated that ‘‘physical fitness’’ 
is one of the essential qualities of an efficient officer. It is 
now equal weight with ‘‘intelligence’’ and ‘‘leadership.’’ It 
is peculiarly a self-imposed duty of every officer so to regu- 
late his manner of living and to prescribe for himself such 
course of physical exercise as to be at all times physically 
fit to perform any duty to which he may be assigned, or to 
meet any reasonable test for demonstrating such fitness. 

In reporting upon rating cards, reporting officers will take 
into careful consideration under the heading ‘‘Physical Fit- 
ness’’ the facts whether or not an officer fully complies with 


the foregoing instructions and rate him accordingly. (C.C 
of O. a: 18, Aug. 15, 1919.)

19.) INSTEUCTIONS GOVERNING TEST RIDES AND 


MARCHES.—Rescinded, and the following substituted there- 
for: PHYSICAL EXERCISE.—For ail officers below the grade 
of brigadier general, except those actually attending drills 
and other instruction with troops, duties will be so arranged 
that all officers will have one-half day a week, in addition to 
Sundays and holidays, to be devoted to physical exercise. 

All such officers are required to avail themselves of this 
one-half day each week, exclusive of Sundays and holidays, 
for physical exercise, and each officer, unless excused for 
physical disability, will then engage for a period of not less 
than twa consecutive hours in one or a combination of the 
following forms of exercise which most appeals to him: Walk- 
ing, swimming, tennis, golf, baseball, rowing, medicine ball, 
handball, football, basketball, lacrosse, boxing, fencing, wrest- 
ling, track events, horseback riding, bicycle riding, physical 
exercise without apparatus similar to the Swedish exercises, 
exercises with gymnasium apparatus. 

Each officer coming under the provisions of this paragraph 


will be required at the end of each month to sign a certificate 
to his immediate commanding officer to the following effect: 

‘I certify that during the past month I have taken the exer- 
cises as prescribed in Par. 22, Compilation of Orders, Cir- 
eulars and Bulletins, 1881-1915, as amended.’’ (C.C. ‘of O 
No. 18, Aug. 15, 1919.) 


23. (Page 131.) EXEMPTIONS OF GRADUATES, MOUNTED 
SERVICE SCHOOL, FROM TEST BIDES.—Rescinded, and 
the following substituted therefor: PHYSICAL EXAMINA. 
TION.—In January of each calendar year each officer below 
the grade of brigadier general will be examined by a board 
of medical officers or by one medical officer if no others are 
available. These boards will be convened by the commanding 
officers of headquarters of territorial departments, posts, 
camps, schools, hospitals, arsenals, supply depots or other 
stations for the officers of their command. Commanding offi- 
cers may at any time direct the physical examination of any 
officer whose physical fitness appears to be unsatisfactory. 

Chiefs of bureaus and corps of the War Department will 
report to The Adjutant General of the Army cn Dec. 31 of 
each year the names of all officers serving under their imme- 
diate control in Washington, D.C. Upon receipt of these re- 
ports The Adjutant General will, with the concurrence of the 
Surgeon General, convene necessary boards for the physical 
examination of these officers. 

Any officer on duty in Washington, D.C., not under imme- 
diate control of any chief of bureau or corps will report Dec. 
15, by letter, to The Adjutant General of the Army, who will 
direct the officer to report to a board convened in accordance 
with the preceding paragraph for his examination. 

All officers who, for any reason, have not been physically 
examined during the month of January, will on Feb. 1 report 
that fact in writing to the department -commander of the 
territorial department in which they are located, who will 
issue the necessary orders for the physical examination of 
these officers. 

Military attachés will have themselves examined by a 
physician at their station and forward the report to The 
Adjutant General of the Army. 

Any officer not included in the foregoing instructions and 
who has not been physically examined as prescribed, will 
report that fact to the nearest territorial department com- 
mander and request orders for such physical examination. 

In these physical examinations the boards will follow the 
preedure set forth in the blank forms issued for the purpose 
(Form No. 378, A.G.O.). In ease of doubt as to an officer's 
physical fitness at the time of his physical examination, a 
physical test will be given suitable to the rank of the officer. 
These tests will be supervised by a board consisting of one 
line officer, senior, if available, to the offier undergoing the 
test, and the officers of the Medical Corps making the physical 
examination. If there is no line officer, senior to the officer 
being examined, available. at the place where the examination 
is conducted, the board shall consist of the commanding officer 
and the officers of the Medical Corps. The report and recom- 
mendation of this board will be entered on the report of the 
physical examination of the officer. 

If, in the physical examination of an officer, any disquali- 
fying physical condition or a condition that may in the future 
develop into a physical disqualification is found, a statement 
ta that effect will be entered on the report of the physical 
examination together with a recommendation for such cor- 
rective or remedial action as may be considered necessary for 
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the officer to adopt to maintain his physical fitness. A copy 
of this part of the report will be furnished the officer for 
his information and guidance, and a copy will be furnished by 
him to subsequent boards for the officer’s physical examina- 
tion until a board finds the disqualifying condition no longer 
exists. 

It is the duty of all boardd to ask each officer who comes 
before them whether or not there has been a special report 
made in his case as above indicated.

NINETEEN SuHips Buitt IN ONE MonTH. 

During the month of July, 1919, the Bethlehem Ship- 
building Corporation established a world’s record for 
ship deliveries by completing and delivering ten 35-knot 
torpedoboat destroyers and two large submarines for the 
U.S. Navy, five large tank steamers and two ocean- 
going tugs for the Emergency Fleet Corporation. In the 
same months the thirty-five other American shipyards 
delivered only sixty-seven vessels, including destroyers 
and submarines. The largest number of vessels de- 
livered during the same period by any other corporation 
was eight ships, while from all the other yards building 
naval vessels, only three destroyers and one submarine 
were delivered. Since all the engines, boilers and deck 
machinery required for these nineteen vessels were built 
by the Bethlehem Corporation, as well as the complete 
hulls, some idea of the magnitude of this accomplish- 
ment can be gained, especially when it is realized that 
for the destroyers alone Curtis turbine engines totaling 
over a quarter of a million shaft horsepower were con- 
structed, and also the Yarrow type water tube boilers 
this vast volume of steam.
